The  Sixty-sixth  AiiDual  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  assembled  in  St. 
Luke's  Chapel,  Calvary  Parish,  Tarborough,  at  10  o'clock  a.  m. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

After  prayer  by  the  Bishop,  the  Secretary  of  the  last  Conven- 
tion proceeded  to  call  the  names  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  when  forty-eight  answered  to 
their  names  and  took  their  seats  as  niembers."^ 

The  roll  of  delegates  who  had  presented  certificates  pf  elec- 
tion was  then  called,  and  the  delegates  from  twenty-nine  Parishes 
answered  to  their  names  and  took  their  seats  as  members  of  the 
Convention. t 

A  quorum  of  both  orders  being  present,  the  Rt.  Rev.  the 
Bishop  declared  the  Convention  duly  organized. 

The  Convention  then  took  a  recess  for  Divine  Service. 

The  Clergy  robed  in  St.  Luke's  Chapel  and  proceeded  to 
Calvary  Church,  when  morning  prayer  was  said  by  Revs.  J.  E. 
Ingle,  W.  R.  Wetmore  and  H.  G.  Hilton,  the  Litany  being  said 
bv  Rev.  J.  C.  Huske,  D.  D.-

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The  Ante-Communion  was  read  by  the  Bishop,  assisted  by 
the  Rev.  A.  S.  Smith,  D.  D.  and  the  Rev.  X.  C.  Hughes. 

The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Huske,  from  St. 
James  lY:  8,  "Draw  nigh  to  God  and  He  will  draw  nigh  to  you." 

The  Offertory  Sentences  were  read  by  Rev.  Dr.  Cheshire,  and 
the  offerings  of  the  congregation  for  the  New  York  Bible  and 
Common  Prayer  Book  Society  were  received  and  presented  by 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Drs.  J.  B.  Cheshire, 
A.  A.  Watson  and  A.  S.  Smith,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Hughes. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  pronounced  the 
Benediction. 

After  Divine  Service  the  Convention  re-assembled,  and  on 
motion,  the  ballot  was  dispensed  with,  and  the  Rev.  E.  M.  Forbes 
was  elected  President  of  the  Convention. 

On  motion,  the  ballot  was  dispensed  with,  and  the  Rev.  E.  R. 
Rich  was  elected  Secretary  of  the  Convention. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Watson,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  visiting  Clergy  from  other  Dioceses,  and  Clergymen  belong- 
ing to  this  Diocese,  but  not  entitled  to  seats  in  this  Convention,  and  candidates 
for  Holy  Orders,  be  invited  to  take  honorary  seats  in  this  Convention. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  took  a  recess  till  3:30  P.  M.

Resolved,  That  instead  of  the  social  reunion  appointed  for  Thurday  after- 
noon, a  business  session  be  held. 

On  motion,  the  tfianks  of  the  Convention  were  ordered  to  be 
returned  to  the  gentleman  who  tendered  to  it  the  use  of  his  hall 
for  the  social  reunion  for  Thursday  afternoon. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Marshall,  for  the  Executive  Missionary  Com- 
mittee, offered  a  report  on  the 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  INX'REASING  THE  FUND 
FOR  DISABLED  CLERGY  AND  THEIR  FAMILIES, 

and  moved  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons. 

The  Executive  Missionary  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  by  the  last 
Convention  the  report  of  the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Deputies  "on  in- 
creasing the  fund  for  disabled  Clergy  and  their  families,"  at  the  last  session 
of  the  General  Convention,  respectfully  report  that  they  have  considered  the 
same,  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions,  viz. : 

Resolved  1.  That  Canon  XXIII  be  amended  by  the  addition  of  the  following 
section : 

"  Sectiox  3.  It  shall  be  the  dutv  of  every  minister  in  charge  of  a  congre- ' 
gation  in  this  Diocese  to  reserve,  from  this  time  forth,  out  of  "the  alms  and 
other  devotions"  of  the  people,  collected  upon  each  and  every  occasion  of  the 
administration  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  a  percentage  of  the  whole  amount,  not 
less  than  five,  nor  more  than  ten  per  cent.,  at  the  discretion  of  the  minister, 
the  same  to  be  forwarded  and  paid  over  to  the  Fund  for  the  Relief  of  the 
Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergymen,  and  of  Aged,  Infirm  and  Dis- 
abled Clergymen." 

Resolved  2.  That  the  minister  of  every  congregation  be  requested  from  time 
to  time  to  call  the  attention  of  his  people  to  this  Canon,  and  especially  to  the 
provisions  of  this,  its  third  section. 
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Resolved  3.  Tiiat  this  report  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on^Canons,  with 
the  request  that  they  report  on  it  in  time  for  the  action  of  this  Convention. 

Resolved  4.  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  report  to  the  Secretaries  of 
the  House  of  Bishops  and  the  House  of  Deputies  the  action  of  this  Conven- 
tion in  the  premises.

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  then  read  his  Annual  Address  to  the 
Convention  (See  Appendix  A — I),  which  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

The  Rev.  F.  J.  Murdoch,  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Permanent  Diaconate,  offered  the  following 

REPORT : 

The  Committee  on /the  Permanent  Diaconate  has  held  two  meetings,  and  the 
members  of  the  committee  have  also  corresponded  concerning  the  subject 
entrusted  to  them.  AVe  have  not  yet  been  able  to  agree  on  a  report  satisfactory 
to  ourselves,  and  have  no  hope  of  being  able  to  prepare  a  report  during  this 
Convention. 

F.  J.  MURDOCH, 
For  the  Committee. 

On  motion  of  Col.  Julian  Allen,  thecommittee  was  continued, 
and  requested  to  report  to  the  next  Convention. 

Rev.  Dr.  Huske  presented  and  read  the 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CANONS, 
and  moved  the  adoption  of  the  accompanying  resolutions. 

The  Committee  on  Canons  respectfully  report: 

That  four  subjects  have  been  referred  to  them  for  consideration— two  by  the 
last  Convention  and  two  by  the  present  Convention. 

The  first  of  the  subjects  referred  to  them  by  the  last  Convention  is  the  reso- 
lution of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  relating  to  canonical  provision  for 
quarterly  meetings  of  the  Standing  Committee.  The  Committee  think  that 
the  object  of  that  resolution  may  be  well  attained  by  amending  the  second 
Section  of  Canon  VIII,  viz.:  By  inserting  between  the  words  "business"  and 
"at,"  in  the  10th  line  of  the  2d  Section  of  Canon  VIII,  the  words  "On  the 
third  Tuesday  preceding  the  stated  times  of  ordination  and."  After  the  word 
"Convention,"  in  the  same  line,  insert  the  following:  "Provided,  that  the  com- 
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raittee  shall  not  be  required  to  meet  except  upon  notice  by  the  President." 
So  that  the  whole  sentence,  as  amended,  will  read  thus: 

"The  Standing  Committee  shall  hold  meetings  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness on  the  third  Tuesday  preceding  the  stated  times  of  ordination  and  at  each. 
Convention:  Provided,  That  the  committee  shall  not  be  required  to  meet 
except  upon  notice  by  the  President,  and  shall  report  to  the  annual  meetings 
of  the  Convention  the  transactions  of  the  preceding  year." 

The  second  subject  referred  to  them  by  the  last  Convention  is  the  draft  of  a 
Constitution  prepared  by  Rev.  Mr,  Benton.  They  have  considered  this  sub- 
ject, but  are  at  a  loss  to  know  in  what  form  to  put  their  report  upon  it.  No 
motion  was  made  to  substitute  this  Constitution  for  the  present  one,  as  far  as 
appears  from  the  record,  but  it  was  simply  read  in  the  Convention  and  referred 
to  this  committee.  Your  committee,  therefore,  report  this  Constitution  back 
to  the  Convention,  with  the  expression  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  not  be 
practicable  to  substitute  it  for  the  present  one  at  this  time. 

Of  the  two  subjects  referred  to  the  committee  by  the  present  Convention, 
the  first  is  the  additional  section  to  Canon  XXIII,  proposed  by  the  Executive 
Missionary  Committee,  relating  to  the  report  of  the  House  of  Deputies  on 
increasing  the  fund  for  disabled  Clergy  and  their  families.  In  regard  to  this 
amendment,  the  committee  think  that  it  conflicts  with  section  3  of  Canon 
XIV,  Title  I,  of  the  General  Convention,  which  gives  to  the  minister  of  the 
Parish  the  right  to  apply  the  alms  and  contributions  at  the  administration  of 
the  Holy  Communion  to  such  pious  charitable  uses  as  by  him  shall  be  thought 
fit.  The  committee  suggest  that  possibly  the  same  result  may  be  attained  by 
a  resolution  of  this  Convention  recommending  this  course  to  the  Clergy. 

In  regard  to  tiie  second  subject  referred  to  the  committee  by  this  Conven- 
tion, viz.:  the  amendment  to  Article  III  of  the  Constitution,  proposed  by  Dr. 
Sutton,  the  committee  report  that  they  see  no  reason  why  this  change  should 
be  made. 

In  order  to  give  eflfect  to  the  will  of  the  Convention,  the  committee  append 
the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved  1.  That  the  amendment  to  Section  2  of  Canon  VIII,  proposed  by 
the  committee,  relating  to  quarterly  meetings  of  Standing  Committee,  be 
adopted. 

Resolved  2.  That  the  proposed  amendment  to  Canon  XXIII,  proposed  by  the 
Executive  Missionary  Committee,  be  not  adopted. 

Resolved  3.  That  the  amendment  to  Article  III  of  the  Constitution,  proposed 
bv  Dr.  Sutton,  be  not  adopted.

Wheeea.-^,  The  Parish  of  St.  Mark,  Deep  River,  has  failed  for  several 
years,  consecutively,  to  secure  representation  in  the  annual  Convention  of  the 
Diocese  by  the  election  of  delegates  to  the  same  (see  Article  XIV,  Section  4 
of  the  Constitution ) ;  and 

Whereas,  The  condition  of  the  congregation  is  not  such  as  to  justify  its 
present  nominal  relations  to  the  Convention;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  by  the  consent  of  this  Convention  the  Parish  of  St.  Mark  be 
allowed  to  organize  as  a  Missionary  Station  under  provisions  of  Section  2, 
Canon  XIV,  Canons  of  North  Carolina. 

It  was  so  referred. 

Rev.  W.  R.  Wetmore  offered  the  following 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  ELECTIONS, 

and  moved  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  appended  thereto: 

The  Committee  on  Elections  report  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention 
has  placed  in  their  hands  a  statement  from  Rev.  J.  E.  C.  Smedes,  to  the  effect 
that  Mr.  A.  B.  Williams,  here  present,  has  been  duly  elected  as  a  delegate 
from  St.  Augustine's  Parish,  Raleigh.  The  committee  think  that  the  statement 
may  be  taken  in  lieu  of  the  certificate  required,  and  they  ofier  the  following 
resolution : 
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Resolved,  That  the  delegate  present  from  St.  Augustine's,  Raleigh,  be  admit- 
ted to  a  seat  in  this  Convention.

The  resolution  was  adopted,  and  Mr.  A.  B.  Williams  reported 
present  and  answered  to  his  name. 

The  Rev.  M.  M.  Marshall,  D.  D.,  offered  the  following  reso- 
lutions: 

That  the  welfare  of  the  Church  of  North  Carolina  demands  a 
division  of  the  Diocese. 

Resolved  2.  That  a  new  Diocese  be  set  off  from  the  present  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina,  the  said  new  Diocese  to  consist  of  all  that  portion  of  the  State  lying 
west  of  the  western  boundaries  of  the  present  counties  of  Northampton,  Hali- 
fax, Nash,  Wilson,  Wayne,  Sampson,  Bladen  and  Columbus. 

Resolved  3.  That  the  Deputies  elected  to  the  General  Convention  from  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina  be  hereby  instructed  to  take  such  action  as  is  neces- 
sary and  proper  to  secure  the  consent  of  the  General  Convention,  at  its  next 
meeting,  for  the  creation  of  the  new  Diocese  aforesaid. 

Col.  W.  L.  DeRosset  moved  that  the  resolutions  offered  by 
Rev.  Dr.  Marshall   be  referred  to  a  special  committee  of  seven. 

Mr.  R.  H.  Battle,  Jr.,  here  called  attention  to  the  Special 
Order  of  the  Day,  which  was,  on  motion,  postponed  till  after  the 
consideration  of  the  subject  before  the  house. 

Mr.  R.  H.  Smith  moved  to  amend  the  motion  of  Col.  De- 
Rosset by  adding  "and  that  the  report  of  the  committee  be  made 
the  special  order  of  the  day  for  Friday  at  11  o'clock.^' 

Mr.  J.  S.  Battle  moved  to  amend  by  striking  out  "Friday  at 
11  o'clock  A.  M.,"  and  in.serting  "to-day  at  4:30  o'clock." 

The  amendment  was  lost,  and  the  motion  as  made  by  Col. 
DeRosset  and  amended  by  Mr.  R.  H.  Smith,  was  adopted. 

The  Bishop  appointed  as  the  Special  Committee  called  for  by 
Col.  DeRosset's  motion.  Rev.  J.  C.  Huske,  D,  D.,  Rev.  J.  Bux-

Col.  W.  L.  DeRosset,  Mr.  James  S.  Battle,  Mr.  John  Wilkes. 

The  order  of  the  day  was  called  for,  and  Rev.  F.  J.  Murdoch 
moved  that  the  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  adopted  at  the 
last  Convention,  he  now  finally  adopted. 

It  was  moved  that  the  vote  be  taken  on  the  amendments 
separately. 

The  motion  was  lost,  and  the  vote  being  taken  by  orders,  on 
all  the  amendments  as  found  on  pages  101  and  102  of  the 
Journal  of  1881,  the  auiendraents  w^ere  ado[)ted  finally. 

Mr.  R.  H.  Battle,  Jr.,  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  in  lieu  of  Sec.  2,  amending  Canon  XXIV  (page  104  of  the 
Journal  of  last  Convention),  Canon  XXIV  be  amended  by  inserting  the  word 
"the"  in  place  of  the  word  "said"  in  the  next  to  the  last  line. 

Carried. 

Rev.  Dr.  Huske  offered  the  following  resolutions,  wdiich  were 
adopted : 

Resolved  1.  That  Canon  XI  be  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  "scale," 
in  the  fifth  line,  the  words  "and  shall  have  power  to  modify  the  same  for  the 
current  year,  reporting  all  such  applications  and  their  action  thereon  to  the 
Convention." 

Resolved  2.  That  Canons  X  and  XI  be  made  sections  in  Canon  VIII, 
numbered  6  and  7. 

Resolved  3.  That  the  numbering  of  the  Canons  be  changed  accordingly. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  R.  H.  Smith,  it  was 

Resolved,  Tiiat  a  correct  draft  of  the  Constitution,  Canons  and  Rules  of 
Order  be  reported  to  the  next  Convention  by  the  Committee  on  Canons. 

The  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  was  presented  by  the 
Rev.  A.  A.  Watson,  D.  D. 

The  Standing  Committee  respectfully  report  their  action  during  the  past 
year,  as  follows: 

May  20,  1881,  they  organized  by  the  election  of  Rev.  A.  A.  Watson  as 
President,  and  Dr.  A.  J.  DeRosset  as  Secretary. 
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The  canonical  testimonial  recommending  John  F.  Spivey  as  a  candidate  for 
Orders  was  adopted. 

Rev.  E.  A.  Osborne  was  recommended  for  Priest's  Orders. 

Rev.  John  Huske  was  also  recommended  for  Priest's  Orders,  the  committee, 
by  the  majority  required  by  Note  1,  Canon  VIII,  Sec.  2,  dispensing  with  the 
few  days  wanting  in  the  regular  term  of  the  Diaconate. 

John  W.  Perry,  colored,  was  recommended  for  Deacon's  Orders. 

July  20,  1881,  Henry  McDufFey,  colored,  was  recommended  as  a  candidate 
for  Orders. 

October  11,  1881,  Vardry  McBee  was  recommended  as  a  candidate  for 
Orders. 

December  6,  1881,  they  gave  their  consent  to  the  consecration  of  Rev. 
Cutlandt  Whitehead,  D.  D.,  Bishop  elect  of  the  Diocese  of  Pittsburg. 

December  7,  1881,  they  recommended  Henry  Mason  Joseph,  colored,  as  a 
candidate  for  Orders. 

They  also  recommended  Armand  DeR.  Meares  for  Deacon's  Orders. 

January  10,  1882,  they  recommended  Charles  Carroll  Quin  for  Deacon's 
Orders. 

February  14,  1882,  they  recommended  Rev.  Wm.  8.  Bynum  for  Priest's 
Orders. 

The  resignation  of  the  Rev.  George  Patterson,  D.  D.,  as  a  member  of  the 
committee  having  been  made  and  accepted,  they  elected  Rev.  Joseph  Blount 
Cheshire,  D.  D.,  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

March  28,  1882,  they  recommended  William  R.  Harris,  colored,  and 
Hannibal  S.  Henderson,  colored,  for  Deacon's  Orders. 

They  recommended  Edward  Hezekiah  Butler,  colored,  as  a  candidate  for 
Holy  Orders. 

May  11,  1882,  they  recommended  Edward  Philip  Green  as  a  candidate  for 
Orders.

Mr.  R.  H.  Smith  called  for  the  report  of  the  committee  ap- 
pointed at  the  last  Convention  to  examine  into  the  title  of 
Diocesan  property. 

Mr.  R.  H.  Battle,  Jr.,  stated  that  the  committee  had  been  un- 
able to  hold  a  meeting,  and  were  not  prepared  to  make  any 
report. 

On  motion  of  R.  H.  Smith,  the  name  of  C.  M.  Busbee,  Esq., 
was  substituted  on  said  committee  for  the  name  of  Hon.  George 
Davis;  Mr.  R.  H.  Battle,  Jr.,  made  chairman  of  the  same,  and 
the  committee  was  continued  and  requested  to  report  to  the  next 
Convention. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Buel,  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  the  Ratifi- 
cation of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  presented  a  report  of 
the  majority  of  the  committee  : 

REPORT. 

The  committee  to  which  was  referred  the  proposed  change  in  the  Prayer 
Book,  communicated  to  the  Convention  of  this  Dit)cese  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
General  Convention,  respectfully  report  that  tliey  have  considered  the  subject, 
and  find  that  there  are  serious  objections  to  the  amendment  of  the  Prayer 
Book,  as  now  presented  to  us. 

The  objects  aimed  at  are  the  authorization  of  shortened  services  on  ordinary 
week  days;  and  also  of  more  freedom  in  the  use  of  the  offices  of  the  Prayer 
Book. 

While  your  committee  think  that  tiie  demand  for  shortened  services  is  not 
at  all  the  expression  of  the  desire  of  the  great  body  of  the  devout  members  of 
the  Church,  and  believe  that  a  general  substitution  of  shortened  services  on 
week  days,  for  our  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer,  would  be  ofiensive  and  pain- 
ful to  most  of  those  who  attend  week  day  prayers,  still  they  can  well  believe 
that  there  may  be  need  of  shorter  services  for  city  churches,  which  are  fre- 
quented by  men  who  are  engaged  in  very  absorbing  and  exacting  worldly  pur- 
suits. For  such  cases,  indeed,  we  have  already  a  good  provision  in  the  liberty 
accorded  to  us,  by  the  judgment  of  the  Bishops  and  the  general  sense  of  the 
Church,  of  using  Morning  or  Evening  Prayer,  or  the  Litany,  or  the  Ante-com- 
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iminion  Service,  as  a  separate  and  corgplete  service,  by  itself.  Still  we  are 
ready  to  co-operate  in  providing,  also,  a  shortened  Morning  and  Evening 
Prayer,  if  it  be  done  in  a  very  careful  and  judicious  way;  but  we  think  it  is 
not  so  done  in  the  shortened  service  now  proposed  to  the  Church.  Our  daily 
Morning  or  Evening  Prayer  is  regarded  by  the  great  authorities  on  ritual,  and 
by  the  general  sense  of  the  Church  of  Christ,  as  a  most  happy  fruit  of  the 
divinely  guided  wisdom  of  the  Church.  It  is  rich  in  matter,  complete  in  its 
comprehension  of  all  the  parts  of  public  prayer,  and  it  is  very  beautiful  in  its 
structure  and  symmetry.  Any  shortened  service  should  preserve,  as  far  as 
may  be,  these  features  of  our  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer,  and  should  be  ser- 
vices which  will  not  by  their  mutilation,  and  want  of  harmony  with  the  Sun- 
day services,  shock  the  feelings  of  our  devout  people.  These  conditions  of 
shortened  week  day  prayer  can  well  be  fulfilled,  but  we  think  they  have  not 
been  in  the  services  now  proposed. 

But  we  find  the  mode  proposed  for  amending  the  Prayer  Book,  in  these  par- 
ticulars, very  objectionable.  The  proposal  is  to  make  the  provision  for  short- 
ened services  a  part  of  the  Ratification  of  the  Prayer  Book;  and  for  this  pur- 
pose the  proposition  before  us  displaces  the  old  Ratification  set  by  the  Fathers 
of  the  American  Church  in  the  forepart  of  the  Prayer  Book,  and  makes  it  a 
mere  preamble  to  a  new  Ratification  put  forth  by  the  General  Convention  of 
1880;  and  by  notes  appended  to  such  new  Ratification  authorizes  shortened 
services  and  a  freer  use  of  the  services  of  the  Prayer  Book.  Your  committee 
think  that  it  is  very  injudicious,  and  that  it  puts  a  serious  blemish  on  the 
Prayer  Book,  to  disturb  the  ancient  Ratification,  which  was  set  as  a  solemn 
and  authoritative  seal  of  their  work  by  our  Fathers,  and  make  it  a  mere  pre- 
amble, and  to  authorize  changes  in  tiie  services  by  mere  notes  appended  to  a 
new  Ratification.  It  is  obliterating  a  monumental  feature  of  the  Prayer  Book ; 
and  it  is  giving  to  these  shortened  services  a  precedence  which  they  do  not 
deserve,  and  which  is  derogatory  to  the  old  and  more  important  services  of  the 
Prayer  Book.  Obviously  the  Ratification  is  no  place  for  what  is  really  a 
rubric  for  shortened  services;  and  it  is  equally  obvious  that  the  appropriate 
place  for  these  provisions  for  shortened  services  is  among  the  rubrical  orders 
which  immediately  follow  the  preface  of  the  Prayer  Book. 

The  inconveniences  and  awkwardness  of  the  proposed  mode  of  providing 
shortened  services  are  widely  felt ;  and  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  the 
Commission  of  the  General  Convention  now  sitting  to  reconsider  the  whole 
subject  of  the  revisal  and  enrichment  of  the  Prayer  Book  will  provide  in  an 
appropriate  manner  for  the  use  of  shortened  services. 

In  view  of  all  these  considerations,  your  committee  cannot  approve  of  the 
amendment  as  now  proposed,  and  we  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following- 
resolution: 
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Resolved,  That  this  Convention  does  not  approve  of  the  proposed  amendment 
providing  for  shortened  services  by  altering  the  venerable  Ratification  of  the 
Prayer  Book. 

JARVIS  BI'XTON,   Chairman. 

Mr.  R.  H.  Smith,  for  the  minority  of  that  committee,  stated 
that  he  dissented  from  the  report  of  the  majority. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  F.  J.  Murdoch,  the  question  under  con- 
sideration was  postponed  to  the  consideration  of  the  next  Con- 
vention. 

*Tlie  order  of  the  day  was  taken  up,  and  the  Rev.  Dr. Watson 
offered  as  an  introduction  to  the  subject, 

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OX  FINANCE. 

The  Finance  Committee  respectfully  report: 

That  they  have  examined  the  accounts  and  vouchers  of  the  Treasurer  and 
have  found  them  correct.  It  is  with  pleasure  that  they  call  attention  to  the 
improvement  in  the  financial  condition  of  the  Diocese  as  appearing  in  the 
Treasurer's  report.  It  will  be  seen  on  reference  to  that  document  that  the 
several  Diocesan  funds  have  had  larger  receipts  and  have  left  larger  balances 
in  the  Treasurer's  hands  the  past  year  than  the  year  before.  It  is  a  matter  of 
special  satisfaction  that  the  income  of  the  Permanent  Episcopal  Fund  has 
increased  by  more  than  twenty-five  per  cent. 

The  appointment  of  a  special  agent  for  the  collection  of  unpaid  notes  and 
subscriptions  has  resulted  in  the  addition  of  nearly  one  thousand  dollars  to 
the  principal  of  this  fund.  In  the  judgment  of  the  committee,  the  thanks  of 
the  Diocese  are  due  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wootten  for  his  energy  and  success  in 
this  matter.  In  view  of  this  success  they  would  recommend  a  renewal  of  the 
authority,  given  last  year  to  the  Finance  Committee,  to  appoint  an  agent  for 
the  collection  and  settlement  of  outstanding  obligations  on  this  account. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  assessment  laid  upon  the  Parishes  to  meet  the 
contingent  expenses  of  the  Diocese  has  not  only  not  shared  in  the  advance 
made  by  the  other  Diocesan  funds,  but  exhibits  a  decreased  proportion  of  pay- 
ment. 

If  the  members  of  the  Convention  will  consult  the  Treasurer's  report  they 
will  perceive  that  many  of  the  Parishes  have  paid  nothing  on  this  account  for 
the  year  past,  up  to  the  date  of  the  report,  and  that  in  addition,  many  have 
allowed  large  arrearages  to  ac(Tue,  the  total  amount  of  arrearages  due,  and 
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reported  up  to  the  first  of  April,  exceeding  84,000.  This  would  not  be  quite 
so  discouraging  if  it  were  not  that  among  these  delinquents  are  many  of  the 
older,  and  some  among  the  stronger.  Parishes  of  the  Diocese. 

It  is,  in  the  judgment  of  the  committee,  a  serious  question  whether  those 
who  neglect  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  the  Diocese,  or  are  deficient  in 
their  contributions,  have  the  moral  right  to  direct  or  dispose  of  the  contribu- 
tions of  others.  The  old  principle  of  no  taxation,  no  representation,  has  an 
obverse  which  the  committee  would  seriously  commend  to  the  consideration  of 
this  body.  It  may  be  worth  the  time  of  the  Convention  to  consider  whether  a 
failure  to  meet  these  pecuniary  obligations  should  not  work  some  measure  of 
forfeiture  of  the  right  of  representation  or  of  legislation. 

Your  committee  scarcely  know  how  to  deal  suitably  with  this  question. 
They  are  quite  aware  that  in  many  instances  circumstances  beyond  the  control 
of  the  Parish  may  render  it  difficult  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  Diocese. 
But  they  submit  that  no  expenditures  within  the  Parish's  control  should  be 
allowed  to  stand  in  the  way  of  these  obligations  to  their  sister  Parishes.  For 
it  must  be  remembered  that  the  failure  of  any  Parish  or  cfengregation  to  bear 
its  share  in  the  common  expenses,  is  equivalent  to  putting  that  burden  upon 
the  shoulders  of  others.  The  delinquent  Parish  goes  on  to  reap  the  advantage 
of  that  for  which  others  are  compelled  to  pay.  It  is  an  indirect,  forced  contri- 
bution levied  upon  the  others,  compelling  them  to  pay  its  owm  debts.  Of  course 
where  a  genuine  inability  to  contribute  anything  exists  these  remarks  do  not 
apply.  But  where  is  there  a  Parish  of  which  this  can  be  truly  and  literally 
said?     All  can  do  something,  even  if  it  be  but  little. 

The  committee  find  another  cause  for  regret  in  the  neglect  of  so  many  of 
the  Parishes  to  make  the  other  contributions  called  for  by  Canon  XXIII,  viz. : 
to  the  Missionary,  Relief,  Education  and  Church  Building  Funds  of  the 
Diocese.  Out  of  all  the  Parishes  and  Stations  upon  the  list  in  the  Treasurer's 
account,  forty-one  are  represented  as  contributing  (outside  of  the  collections 
made  at  the  visitations  of  the  Bishop)  to  the  Missionary  Fund,  thirteen  to  the 
Relief  Fund,  eighteen  to  the  Education  Fund  and  thirteen  to  the  Church 
Building  Fund.  It  should,  however,  be  added  that  nearly  all  have  made 
oflferings  to  the  Missionary  Fund  at  the  time  of  the  Bishop's  visitation. 

There  does  not  a[)pear  to  your  committee  any  adequate  reason  why  any 
Parish  enjoying  regular  services,  should  not  contribute,  as  required  by  the 
Canon,  something  to  each  of  the  canonical  funds.  The  committee  submit 
that,  wherever  at  all  practicable,  compliance  with  law  is  a»part  of  true  right' 
eousness.  But  they  also  feel  that  it  is  a  question  for  their  brethren  of  the 
Clergy  to  weigh  Avell,  and  whether  the  deficits  in  these  cases  are  not  too  much 
due  to  their  neglect  properly  to  call  the  attention  of  their  congregations  to  this 
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matter.  They  are  persuaded  that  if  the  several  pastors  would  interest  them- 
selves actively  in  the  fulfillment  of  the  canonical  requirement,  a  better  and 
more  creditable  exhibit  would  be  made. 

It  gives  your  committee  no  pleasure  to  make  these  reflections;  they  make 
them  from  a  sense  of  duty  to  you  who  have  entrusted  them  with  the  super- 
vision of  your  interests  in  these  respects. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  they  call  your  attention  to  the  fund  for  the 
education  of  the  children  of  deceased  Clergy.  They  congratulate  the  Diocese 
upon  having  now  a  fund  for  this  purpose  of  $2,500,  which,  however,  they  may 
be  allowed  to  hope  will  be  largely  increased  by  the  liberality  of  the  Diocese. 

In  consequence  of  the  scattered  residence  of  the  members  of  the  committee, 
it  has  not  been  practicable  to  secure  a  meeting  to  confer  upon  the  applications 
for  reduction  of  assessments  or  the  release  of  arrearages.  Should  the  present 
scale  of  assessment  be  continued,  your  committee  will  recommend  certain 
changes  hereafter  to  be  reported.  But  your  committee  question  whether  it 
would  not  be  better  to  reverse  the  scale.  The  objects  of  the  assessment,  as  is 
well  known  to  your  body,  are  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  and  the  meeting 
of  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Convention.  This  year  the  Treasurer's  re- 
port represents  the  Permanent  Fund  as  very  nearly  adequate  to  the  payment 
of  the  Bishop's  salary.  It  is  quite  probable  that  by  the  time  of  the  next  Con- 
vention it  will  be  fully  sufficient  for  this.  Your  committee  would  submit 
whether  it  would  not  be  wise  to  reduce  the  rate  of  assessment,  both  because  the 
state  of  the  Permanent  Fund  leaves  less  to  be  raised  by  assessment,  and  because 
there  is  ground  to  hope  that  more  punctual  payment  of  the  amount  assessed 
may  thus  be  secured.  In  this  connection,  however,  it  may  be  well  to  add  that 
w^hatever  surplus  in  the  receipts  from  this  source  may  in  any  year  accrue  goes 
to  the  increase  of  the  Permanent  Fund,  and  so  in  time  toward  the  relief  of  the 
Diocese  from  the  necessity  for  any  assessment  for  the  support  of  tiie  Episco- 
}>ate. 

By  a  reference  to  the  Journal  of  1881,  page  93,  it  will  be  seen  that  a  com- 
munication from  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Expenses  of  the  General 
Convention  to  the  Secretary  of  our  own  Convention  was  referred  to  the 
Finance  Committee.  With  reference  to  this  matter  your  committee  would  sub- 
mit the  following: 

The  usual  duration  of  the  (leneral  Convention  has  come  to  be  about  three 
weeks.  To  expect  our  deputies  to  meet  their  hotel  expenses  during  this  time, 
as  well  as  their  expenses  of  travel,  would  be  evidently  unjust.  Indeed,  so  far 
as  regards  the  traveling  expenses,  they  have  long  been  met  by  the  Diocese; 
and  up  to  the  time  of  our  last  General  Convention  our  deputies  liave  either 
received  hospitable  entertainment  in  private  families,  or  have  had  their  hotel 
bills  met  by  the  generosity  of  the  churchmen  of  the  city  in  which  the  Conven- 
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tion  has  met.  It  is  evident  that  this  is  a  burden  wliich  bears  very  unequally, 
inasmuch  as  there  are  but  few  cities  in  which  the  Convention  can  be  held,  and 
it  has  become  evident  that  this  expensive  hospitality  can  no  longer  be  relied 
on.  This  was  so  deeply  felt  at  the  last  General  Convention  that  measures  were 
initiated  to  equalize  the  burden.     Two  plans  suggested  themselves: 

1st.  That  each  Diocese  should  meet  all  the  expenses  both  of  travel  and  board 
of  its  deputies;  or, 

2d.  That  this  should  be  done  by  means  of  some  general  assessment  ui)on 
the  whole  Church  in  the  United  States. 

B}'  the  former  plan  the  expenses  of  the  several  Dioceses  would  be  made  so 
unequal  as  to  be  unjust.  The  hotel  or  board  bills  might  be  considered  as 
equal.  But  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  deputies  from  California  or  Oregon 
would  amount  to  nearly  !?3,000,  supposing  the  Convention  to  be  held  in  one  of 
the  eastern  cities  ;  while,  on  the  contrary,  if  it  were  to  be  held  at  any  time  in 
California,  it  would  in  turn  impose  on  us  a  corresponding  burden. 

It  was  therefore  proposed  that  the  whole  expense  of  travel  and  board  of  all 
the  deputies  not  receiving  private  hospitality  should  be  met  out  of  the  general 
fund  to  be  raised  by  an  assessment  upon  each  Diocese,  in  proportion,  either  to 
the  number  of  its  Clergy  or  to  that  of  its  communicants,  on  the  basis  of  $10  for 
each  of  the  clergy,  or  at  least  ten  cents  for  each  of  the  communicants. 

There  would  be  no  material  difference  to  this  Diocese  between  these  plans, 
the  former  calling  at  present  for  about  $650  and  the  latter  for  nearly  8600 
once  in  three  years.  Your  committee  would  recommend  the  latter,  not  as 
being  more  economical,  but  as  likely  to  be  more  just. 

Your  committee  offer  the  following  resolutions: 

1st.  That  the  Finance  Committee  be  empowered  to  continue  the  arrange- 
ment by  which  an  agent  may  be  employed,  as  during  the  past  year,  to  collect 
and  settle  the  unpaid  notes  and  subscriptions  given  in  aid  of  the  Permanent 
Episcopal  Fund,  with  full  power  as  given  by  the  last  Convention. 

2d.  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed,  whenever  new  forms  shall  be  re- 
quired for  the  Parochial  Reports,  to  include  among  the  Diocesan  items  sepa- 
sately,  the  Relief  Fund,  the  Education  Fund  and  the  Church  Building  Fund. 

3d.  Thaljtthis  Diocese  approves  of  an  assessment  upon  the  several  Dioceses 
upon  the  basis  of  the  number  of  communicants,  and  that  the  Secretary  be 
directed  to  communicate  this  action  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Expenses  of  the  General  Convention. 

ALFRED  A.  WATSON,  Chairman. 

R.  H.  Smith  moved  that  the  report  and  resolutions  of  the 
Committee  on  Finance  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  and  that  the  Convention  do  now  go  into  Committee  of 
the  Whole  on  that  subject.        ^ 
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The  Convention  agreeing  to  tiie  .same,  it  resolved  itself  into 
the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  and  the  Bishop  called  the  Rev. 
A.  S.  Smith,  D   D.,  to  the  chair. 


The  Convention  re-assembled,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Smith  was 
called  to  the  chair. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Marshall,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  tendered  to  the  Rev. 
Edward  Wootten  for  his  steady,  persevering  and  successful  efforts  in  collecting 
the  arrearages  in  the  subscriptions  to  the  Permanent  Episcopal  Fund. 

The  Convention  adjourned  till  Friday  at  9:30  a.  m.

After  Morning  Prayer  and  the  Litany,  the  Convention  was 
called  to  order  by  the  Bishop. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  R.  B.  Sutton,  D.  D.,  the  calling  of  the  roll 
was  dispensed  with. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday's  session  were  read  and  approved. 

The  chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  made  the 
following  report  to  the  Convention: 

REPORT  OF   THE  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  WHOL^^. 

Resolved  \.  That  the  scale  of  assessments  remain  as  it  is,  except  that  in  cases 
where  the  Vestry  of  any  Parish  shall  request  a  reduction  because  of  inability 
to  pay,  the  Finance  Committee  may  make  reduction  accordingly. 

Resolved  2.  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee  to  make  arrange- 
ments with  the  Parishes  in  arrears  for  the  payment,  so  far  as  possible,  of  such 
arrearages;  and  that  the  said  committee  be  empowered  to  collect  and  to  settle 
such  arrearages,  and  to  make  such  compromises  as  may  be  necessary  with 
Parishes  unable  to  pay  the  full  amount  due. 
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Resolved  o.  Tliiit  the  first  resolution  reconi mended  by  the  Finance  Committee 
be  adopted  by  the  Committee  of  tlie  Whole. 

Resolved  4.  That  the  second  of  said  resolutions  be  adopted. 

Resolved  5.  That  the  third  of  said  resolutions  be  referred  to  the  considera- 
tion of  the  next  Annual  Convention. 

Dr.  DeRosset  offered  the  ibllowin^  as  a  substitute  for  the  first 
resolution. 

Resolved  1.  That  the  assessment  for  the  current  fiscal  year  upon  all  the 
Parishes  entitled  to  representation  in  tlie  Convention  shall  be  in  accordance 
with  the  number  of  communicants  in  each  Parish  as  reported  in  the  Parochial 

Reports  submitted  to  this  Convention,  at  the  rate  of per  capita  for  each 

communicant,  to  be  collected  by  the  authorities  of  each  Parish  as  may  seem 
best  to  them,  and  remitted  in  quarterly  installments  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese  as  heretofore. 

Resolved  2.  That  no  lay  delegate  from  any  Parish  which  shall  have  failed  to 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  foregoing  resolution,  shall  be  allowed  to 
take  a  seat  in  the  next  Annual  Convention,  until  the  amount  due  by  his  Parish 
shall  have  been  fully  paid  :  Provided,  that  the  Convention  may,  after  consider- 
ing the  reasons  for  such  delinquency,  determine  by  vote  to  admit  the  Parish  to 
representation. 

Resolved  3.  That  no  tax  or  assessment  shall  be  laid  on  any  Parish  or  Mission 
Station  not  entitled  to  full  representation  and  vote  in  the  Convention,  but  all 
contributions  from  such  Parishes  or  Stations  in  aid  of  the  current  Episcopal 
and  Contingent  Fund  shall  be  entered  and  reported  by  the  Treasurer  as  dona- 
tions. 

Eleven  o'clock  having  arrived,  the  order  of  the  day  was  taken 
up,  and 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Huske  offered  the  majority  report  of  the  Spe- 
cial Committee  on  the  Division  of  the  Diocese,  and  moved  tlie 
adoption  of  the  accompanying  resolutions: 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolutions  of  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Marshall  relating  to  the  division  of  the  Diocese,  respectfully  report,  that 
having  had  the  same  under  consideration,  they  recommend  to  the  Conven- 
tion the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: 
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Resolved!,  That  the  welfare  of  the  Church  in  North  Carolina  demands  a 
division  of  the  Diocese. 

Resolved  2,  That  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  be  divided  into  two  Dioceses 
by  a  line  beginning  on  the  Virginia  line  at  the  intersection  of  the  north-western 
line  of  the  county  oi Northampton,  and  following  the  western  line  of  the  same 
county  of  Northampton  and  of  the  counties  of  Halifax,  Nash,  Wilson,  Wayne, 
Sampson,  Bladen  and  Columbus,  and  that  the  new  Diocese  shall  be  that  por- 
tion lying of  said  line. 

Resolved  3,  That  the  deputies  elected  to  the  General  Convention  from  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina  be  hereby  instructed  to  take  such  action  as  is  neces- 
sary and  proper  to  secure  the  consent  of  the  General  Convention  at  its  next 
meeting  to  the  erection  of  the  new  Diocese  aforesaid. 

Resolved  4,  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  to  report  to  the  next 
Convention  a  just  and  equitable  plan  for  a  division  of  the  Permanent  Episco- 
pal Fund  between  the  two  Dioceses. 

Resolved  5,  That  the  foregoing  resolutions  shall  not  take  effect  until  they  are 
ratified  by  the  action  of  the  next  Annual  Convention,  with  such  modifications 
as  may  be  adopted  at  that  time. 

J.  C.  HUSKE,  Chairman. 

The  Bishop  here  addressed  the  Convention  on  the  subject  of 
the  division  of  the  Diocese. 

Mr.  Jas.  S.  Battle  offered  the  following  as  a  minority  report, 
and  moved  the  adoption  of  the  a43pended  resolution: 

The  undersigned  dissents  from  the  majority  report  recommending  the  divis- 
ion of  the  Diocese: 

1st.  Because  the  question  is  prematurely  brought  before  the  Convention. 
The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  should  be  consulted,  especially  as  there  has  been 
no  intimation  of  opinion  by  him  in  its  favor,  but  on  the  contrary  the  reasoning 
of  his  address  is  opposed  to  it.  Besides,  the  different  Parishes  have  not  been 
apprised  that  so  important  a  matter  would  be  brought  before  the  Convention 
at  this  session.  It  is  a  surprise  to  large  numbers  of  the  members,  and  also  to 
the  Parishes. 

2d.  The  Diocese  is  too  weak  for  division  at  present.  No  line  can  be  drawn 
which  will  not  make  one  of  the  new  Dioceses  almost  powerless  for  the  great 
work  required  of  it. 

8d.  The  great  need  of  the  Diocese  is  missionary  work.  This  is,  in  fact,  a 
missionary  Diocese.  Very  many  of  the  organized  Parishes  have  not  strength 
to  support  themselves.     They   are   weak    and    languishing.     Great  counties, 
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large  areas,  are  totally  devoid  of  the  ministrations  of  the  Church.  If  any  sur- 
plus moneys  can  be  raised  they  can  be  better  used  in  supplying  several  evan- 
gelists rather  than  one  Bishop. 

The  undersigned  respectfully  recommends  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  question  of  the  division  of  the  Diocese  be  postponed  to 
the  next  Convention.

Col.  W.  L.  DeRosset,  a  dissenting  member  of  the  Committee 
on  the  Division  of  the  Diocese,  offered  the  following,  and  moved 
the  adoption  of  the  resolution  appended  : 

The  undersigned,  dissenting  from  the  conclusions  arrived  at  by  a  majority 
of  your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolutions  relating  to  a  division  of 
the  Diocese,  begs  leave  to  submit  some  of  the  arguments  in  favor  of  his  plan. 

The  north  and  south  line  proposed  by  the  majority  cuts  off  that  portion  of 
the  State  lying  wholly  upon  and  contiguous  to  the  coast  line,  which  is  homo- 
geneous in  climate  and  soil;  under  the  most  favorable  circumstances  would 
present  serious  obstacles  to  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  Bishop  who 
may  have  charge  thereof.  In  the  present  condition  of  the  Church  in  this 
section  he  could  accomplish  his  work  of  visiting  the  Parishes  therein  satisfac- 
torily, but  I  take  it  that  the  work  of  the  Church  is  to  be  made  more  aggressive 
by  division,  and  the  results  will  be  shown  in  an  increased  number  of  Parishes 
and  Mission  Stations,  requiring  far  greater  labor  on  the  part  of  the  Bishop. 
And,  as  we  are  not  working  alone  or  even  in  a  greater  degree  for  the  present 
time,  we  must  take  care  that  what  we  do  will  not  require  a  backward  step 
hereafter. 

If,  as  we  hope,  it  will  require  the  constant  labors  of  the  Bishop,  for  at  least 
three-fourths  of  the  year,  to  attend  to  his  flock,  let  us  not  consign  him 
unnecessarily  to  a  section  of  country  where  his  powers  of  endurance  will  be 
sorely  tried  by  the  enervating  climate  during  the  spring  and  summer  months. 

The  principal  argument  brought  forward  against  any  other  than  a  north  and 
south  line  is  that  the  sub-divisions  will  be  "awkward  in  shape."  Let  us  not 
permit  ourselves  to  be  influenced,  in  so  important  a  matter,  by  such  mere  fancy 
as  to  the  shape  of  the  geographical  outlines  of  the  Diocese. 

The  line  which  I  propose  was  unanimously  recommended  by  a  committee  of 
the  Convention  of  1877,  Rev.  Dr.  Buxton,  Chairman,  whose  report  will  be 
found  in  the  Journal.     Our  late  revered  Bishop  approved  of  the  line,  and 
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al though  he  may  have  been  influenced  by  a  desire  to  have  certain  points  east 
and  west  under  the  same  jurisdiction,  must  certainly  have  been  guided  by 
some  greater  consideration. 

Tiie  Dioceses  formed  by  this  line  would  comprise  a  territory  in  each  of 
great  diversity  of  climate  and  soil  as  well  as  the  genei-al  characteristics  of 
their  inhabitants. 

The  facilities  for  reaching  remote  sections  are  greater  than  in  any  other 
proposed  division,  and  in  this  respect  improvements  are  going  on  and  will  soon 
be  largely  increased. 

The  diversity  of  climate  will  enable  both  Bishops  to  pursue  their  duties 
with  greater  comfort  and  far  less  strain  upon  the  physical  strength — no  small 
consideration — taking  the  coast  counties  for  winter  and  the  upper  counties  for 
spring  and  summer  work,  thus  maintaining  strength  of  body,  so  essential  to 
the  full  maintenance  of  the  higher  faculties  of  the  mind. 

The  proposed  line  will  admit  of  a  future  sub-division  of  the  southern  portion 
by  setting  all  west  of  the  Catawba  River  and  Blue  Ridge  as  a  third  Diocese. 

I  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  in  lieu  of  the  second 
resolution  of  the  majority: 

Resolved,  That  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  be  divided  into  two  Dioceses 
by  a  line  running  in  a  general  east  and  west  direction  from  the  ocean  to  near 
the  Blue  Ridge,  and  thence  northwardly  near  and  along  said  Blue  Ridge  to 
the  Virginia  line,  said  line  running  as  follows:  Beginning  in  Oregon  Inlet, 
following  the  inner  beach  northwardly  to  Albemarle  Sound,  thence  up  said 
Sound  and  Roanoke  River  to  the  western  line  of  Martin  county,  thence  along 
said  line  to  the  northern  lines  of  Pitt,  Greene,  Wayne,  Sampson,  Plarnett, 
Moore,  Montgomery,  Stanley,  Cabarrus  and  Mecklenburg  counties,  thence 
following  the  course  of  the  Catawba  River  to  Caldwell  county,  thence  west- 
wardly  around  said  county  to  Wilkes  county,  thence  on  the  western  lines  of 
Wilkes  and  Surry  to  the  Virginia  line.

After  Morning  Prayer  the  Convention  was  called  to  order  by 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

On  motion,  the  calling  of  the  roll  was  dispensed  with. 
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The  Rev.  Dr.  Biiel  offered  the  following  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Bishop  Atkinson  Memorial  Professorship  in  the 
Ravenscroft  Training;  School: 

REPOET  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  BISHOP  ATKINSON 
MEMORIAL  PROFESSORSHIP. 

The  committee  appointed  to  carry  out  the  resolution  of  the  Convention 
relating  to  the  endowment  of  a  Professorship  at  Ravenscroft,  to  bear  the 
name  of  Bishop  Atkinson,  and  as  a  memorial  of  him,  respectfully  report  as 
follows  : 

Owing  to  the  lateness  of  the  hour  at  which  the  resolution  for  appointing  the 
committee  was  passed,  the  committee  was  not  constituted  until  after  the  dis- 
persion of  the  Convention,  and  there  has  been  no  opportunity  of  assembling 
the  committee  until  tlie  present  Convention.  The  committee  have  met  and, 
so  far  as  at  present  they  could,  planned  tlieir  work.  They  have  adopted  a 
statement  and  appeal,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  and  which  they  now 
communicate  to  the  Convention  ;  no  public  appeal,  or  personal  application  has 
hitherto  been  made,  but  we  shall  proceed  at  once  to  use  both  means  to  the 
utmost  of  our  ability  and  opportunities.  Two  unsolicited  offerings,  each 
of  $500,  have  been  made,  and  a  considerable  number  of  members  of  the  Church, 
chiefly  Christian  women,  have  voluntarily  sent  in  small  offerings.  Contribu- 
tions of  any  amount,  from  the  very  least  sum  to  the  greatest,  are  earnestly 
^solicited,  and  we  trust  that  all  the  Parishes,  and  all  the  members  of  the  Church 
in  this  Diocese  will  take  part  in  this  work.  While  we  hope  to  do  much  out- 
side of  the  Diocese,  we  certainly  may  look  to  the  members  of  the  Church  in 
North  Carolina  for  their  warmest  sympathy,  and  their  utmost  efforts,  to  com- 
plete this  Diocesan  memorial  of  their  Bishop,  who  during  so  many  years, 
ruled  and  fed  them  with  such  wisdom  and  love.

MEMORIAL    OF    BISHOP    ATKINSON. 

The  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  held  a  few  months  after 
the  death  of  Bishop  Atkinson, 

Resolved,  In  testimony  of  the  deep  reverence  and  love  felt  for  their  departed 
Bishop,  and  as  an  appropriate  and  lasting  memorial  of  him,  to  found  in 
Ravenscroft  Diocesan  Training  School  at  Asheville,  a  Professorship  to  be 
styled  The  Bishop  Atkinson  Professorship  of  the  Evidences  of  Christianity  and  of 
Christian  Doctrine. 
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They  further  resoh'ed  to  fix  the  proposer!  memorial  endowment  at  ($20,000) 
twenty  thousand  dollars. 

The  Convention  commended  this  niemorial  to  the  offerings  of  the  Church  in 
this  and  other  Dioceses,  and 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  and  two  Clergymen,  and  two  laymen  designated 
by  him,  be  the  committee  of  the  Convention  to  raise  the  endowment. 

The  committee  thus  appointed  consists  of  the  Bishop,  Rev.  A.  A.  Watson, 
D.  D.,  Kev.  D.  H.  Buel,  D.  D.,  Dr.  A.  J.  DeRosset  and  Hon.  William  R. 
Cox. 

The  committee  in  fulfillment  of  the  charge  laid  upon  them,  appeal  to  their 
brethren  in  this  Diocese,  and  in  other  Dioceses,  for  contributions  to  this 
memorial. 

Ravenscroft  Associate  Mission  and  Training  School  was  founded  by  Bishop 
Atkinson  to  train  young  men  of  the  soil  for  the  Holy  Ministry,  and  to  be  the 
centre  and  source  of  missionary  work  throughout  the  great  mountain  region 
of  North  Carolina,  and  throughout  the  Diocese.  It  was  very  dear  to  the 
Bishop,  and  received  his  warmest  fostering  care.  The  institution  has  a  domain 
of  thirteen  acres,  with  a  large  and  substantial  house  upon  it,  for  the  principal 
and  the  students.  It  is  entirely  free  from  debt,  and  has  the  beginning  of  an 
endowment  built  up  by  Bishop  Atkinson.  To  tins  he  added  by  his  will  five 
hundred  dollars,  and  also  gave  to  Ravenscroft  the  whole  of  his  valuable 
theological  library.  Nothing  in  all  his  work  lay  nearer  to  his  heart,  and  the 
proposed  endowment  will  honor  his  memory  by  carrying  out  one  of  the  most 
cherished  purposes  of  his  life. 

Contributions  to  the  Bishop  Atkinson  Professorship  at  Ravenscroft  are  to 
be  paid  within  a  year  from  the  date  of  the  subscription,  to  the  Rev.  D.  H.  Buel, 
Principal  of  Ravenscroft,  or  to  any  member  of  the  committee,  and  the  funds 
received  will  be  vested  in  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  a  body  duly  incorporated 
to  hold  the  property  of  the  Diocese,  and  of  which  the  Bishop  is  the  head.

Dr.  DeRosset  offered,  as  a  substitute  for  the  first  resolution, 
the  paper  submitted  by  him  for  tliat  purpose  yesterday. 

The  substitute  was  laid  on  the  table,  and  the  first  resolution, 
as  offered  by  the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  was  adopted. 

The  second  resolution  was  adopted. 

The  third  resolution,  being  the  same  as  the  first  resolution 
offered  by  the  Finance  Committee,  was  adopted. 

The  fourth  resolution,  being  the  second  offered  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance,  was  adopted. 

The  fifth  resolution,  being  the  third  offered  by  the  Committee 
on  Finance,  was  postponed  to  the  consideration  of  the  next  An- 
nual Convention. 

The  Rev.  Edward  Wootten  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  evangelists  be  paid  their  salaries  out  of  the  Missionary 
Fund  of  the  Diocese,  and  to  that  end  the  Rectors  of  Parishes  be  required  to 
observe  the  canon  relating  to  the  increase  of  said  fund.

REPORT  FROM  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE: 

The  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  was  referred  a  resolution"  that  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  be  allowed  a  commission  of  five  per  cent,  upon  all 
nioneys  coming  into  his  hands,  respectfully  report  that  they  have  considered 
the  same,  and  recommend  its  adoption. 

The  resohition  was  adopted. 

Rev.  E.  \yootten,  Special  Agent  of  the  Permanent  Episcopal 
Fund,  made  a  verbal  report  to  the  Convention  of  his  actions  as 
Agent. 

Rev.  A.  A.  Benton,  on  behalf  of  the  Church  Building  Com- 
mittee, made  the  following  report,  and  moved  the  adoption  of 
the  accompanying  resolutions : 

REPORT  OF  THE  CHURCH   BUILDING  COMMITTEE. 

The  Churcii  Building  Committee  respectfully  report  that  they  have  had  in 
hand  during  the  year  the  sum  of  $129.06.  Of  this  sum  they  have  appropriated 
|100  to  the  rebuilding  of  the  church  in  Clinton  reported  to  the  last  Conven- 
tion and  promised  at  that  time. 

Your  committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  letter  of  the  Rev.  Secre- 
tary of  the  "American  Chnrch  Building  Fund  Commission,"  referred  to  them 
by  the  last  Convention,  and  printed  on  99th  page  of  its  Journal. 

Your  committee  would  rejoice  to  see  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  taking 
an  effective  part  in  this  so  great  and  important  work,  but  they  do  not  think 
that  the  suggestions  contained  in  that  report  can  be  complied  with  in  tin's 
Diocese  to  the  full  extent.     There  are  three  of  these  suggestions: 

1st.  That  there  be  an  annual  collection  in  all  the  churches  in  1881-'82-'83, 
the  sum  so  collected  to  be  offered  to  God  as  a  memorial  by  the  General  Con- 
vention of  1883.  This  is  now  impracticable.  The  first  named  year  is  past, 
and  the  second  is  half  gone,  without  any  response  in  North  Carolina  to  this 
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suggestion  ;  besides,  we  have  a  Diocesan  collection  for  church  building,  im- 
posed by  Canon,  which  is  almost  entirely  neglected,  and  it  is  not  likely  that 
anv  collection  recommended  by  resolution  of  the  Convention  would  receive 
greater  attention. 

The  second  suggestion  is,  that  individual  donations  to  this  fund  be  requested. 
Your  committee  believe  that  the  raising  of  this  fund  will,  to  a  very  large 
degree,  depend  upon  such  individual  donations.  This  fund  presents  a  claim 
upon  the  liberality  of  Christian  men  endowed  by  God  with  large  means 
second  only  to  the  claim  of  institutions  founded  for  the  education  of  the 
Christian  Ministry,  and  they  think  the  Diocese  in  Convention  might  well  give 
its  sanction  to  this  suggestion,  and  draw  the  attention  of  all  her  sons  who  are 
blessed  with  large  means  to  the  importance  of  making  donations  to  this  fund. 
The  third  suggestion  is,  that  an  Auxiliary  Commission  be  organized  in  each 
Diocese  to  co-operate  with  the  General  Commission.  Your  committee  think 
that  the  Convention  might  give  its  sanction  to  this  suggestion  also. 

The  Bishop,  one  Clergyman  and  one  layman  from  each  Diocese,  are  by  the 
terms  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Commission  members  of  that  Commission. 
These  persons  might  be  made  the  Auxiliary  Commission  and  entrusted  with 
the  duty  of  raising  money  for  this  fund,  within  this  Diocese,  according  to  their 
discretion.  Your  committee,  considering  the  neglect  of  the  Canon  imposing  a 
collection  for  the  Diocesan  C'hurch  Building  Fund,  and  for  other  reasons,  do 
not  think  it  advisable  to  impose  by  Canon  a  collection  for  this  object. 
The  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved  1.  That  the  Convention  of  North  Carolina  heartily  approves  of  the 
establishment  by  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Church  Building  Fund  Com- 
mission. 

Resolved  2.  That  it  commends  this  fund,  as  of  special  importance,  to  the  notice 
of  iier  sons  who  may  be  disposed  to  make  donations  to  the  Church  of  God. 

Resolved  3.  That  an  Auxiliary  Committee  of  the  Church  Building  Fund 
Commission  be  organized  in  this  Diocese,  to  consist  of  the  Bishop,  ex-ofEcio 
chairman,  the  clerical  and  lay  commissioners  appointed  under  the  General 
Commission,  who  are  hereby  authorized  to  use  such  measures  for  the  raising 
of  money  for  this  fund  as  in  their  discretion  they  shall  deem  fit.

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On  motion  of  Rev.  J.  B.  Cheshire,  Jr.,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  authorized  to  draw  upon  the  Treasurer  for 
f?25  for  the  purchase  of  twenty-five  copies  of  a  reprint  of  the  Journals  of  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina  of  1817,  1818,  1819,  1820  and  1821. 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  made  the  following 
report : 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  have  to  report  that  they  find  on 
page  51  of  the  Journal,  a  resolution  that  such  changes  be  made  in  the  Canons 
as  to  authorize  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  to  pay  the  traveling  expenses 
necessarily  incurred  by  the  members  of  the  Committee  on  Canons  and  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  when  in  attendance  upon  meetings  of  their  committees. 
This  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons,  and  no  report  is 
found.

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop. 

The  Rev.  Edward  Wootten,  in  behalf  of  the  chairman  of  the 
Executive  Missionary  Committee,  who  had  been  summoned  from 
the  Convention  and  excused,  read  the  following: 

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  MISSIONARY  COMMITTEE. 

The  Executive  Missionary  Committee  respectfully  report  that  the  contribu- 
tions from  the  Diocese  to  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Fund  for  the  past  year, 
are  $108.78  less  than  they  were  for  the  year  1880-81.  This  fact  has  obliged 
your  committee  to  reduce  the  number  of  missionaries  aided  from  this  fund 
so  that  while  eighteen  of  the  Clergy  of  the  feebler  Parishes  were  aided  by  appro- 
priations of  from  §50  to  8125  in  1880-'81,  during  the  past  year  only  seventeen 
of  such  Clergy  were  aided  by  appropriations  in  no  case  exceeding  $100. 

This  unfortunate  state  of  things  is  mainly  due  to  the  fact  that  so  many  of 
the  Clergy  seem  entirely  to  disregard  the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of 
Canon  XXIII.  This  Canon,  enacted  by  authority  of  the  Convention,  makes  it 
the  duty  of  every  Clergyman  of  the  Dioc*ese  to  make  collections  monthly,  if 
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practicable,  at  least  quarterly,  in  the  Parish  or  Parishes  under  his  charge,  in 
aid  of  the  current  Missionary  Fund  of  the  Diocese,"  and  yet,  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
out  of  130  Parishes  and  Missionary  Stations  in  the  Diocese  only  41  report  any 
contributions  to  this  fund,  and  by  far  the  greater  number  of  these  appear  to  liave 
been  made  only  once  in  the  year  instead  of  "monthly,  or  at  least  quarterly,"  as 
the  Canon  requires. 

The  people  will  not  contribute  to  any  object,  even  one  so  sacred  and  import- 
ant as  that  of  aiding  in  the  meagre  support  of  our  hard-working,  self-denying 
and  poorly  paid  missionaries,  unless  the  Clergy  give  them  the  opportunity. 

Your  committee  earnestly  hope  that  all  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  will 
recognize  the  authority  of  this  important  Canon  and  obey  its  mandates,  and 
that  their  next  report  may,  in  consequence,  show  a  much  moi-e  satisfactory 
exhibit  of  receipts  on  this  fund.

The  Rev.  F.  J.  Murdoch,  for  the  Committee  on  Canons, 
reported  adversely  upon  the  second  resolution  as  proposed  by 
the  Finance  Committee,  and  recommended  that  it  be  not  adopted. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  not  agreed  to,  and, 
on  motion,  the  resolution  as  recommended  in  the  second  resolu- 
tion of  the  Finance  Committee,  was  adopted. 

The  Rev.  N.  C.  Hughes  here  read  the 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE 
OF  THE  CHURCH. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  respectfully  report,  that  they 
have  found  it  impossible  from  an  examination  of  the  Address  of  the  Bishop, 
and  the  reports  of  the  Clergy  alone,  to  make  a  full  and  correct  exhibit  of  the 
statistics  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  inasmuch  as  from  some  fifteen  Parishes 
and  Mission  Stations  no  reports  have  been  received.  We  have  therefore  been 
also  obliged  to  glean  in  an  imperfect  manner  such  items  as  were  furnished  to 
us  by  an  examination  of  the  Journal  of  the  last  Convention.  The  summary 
as  thus  derived,  is  as  follows:  The  whole  number  of  f\imilies  3,043.  Number 
of  souls  13,381.  Baptisms— infant  491;  adult  108— total  599.  Confirmations 
321.  Communicants  5,655.  Marriages  120.  Burials  301.  Sunday-schools 
85.  Teachers  570.  Pupils  4,090.  Ti)e  number  of  pupils  in  Parochial  and 
other  Church  schools  is  642.  The  contributions  amount  to  §64,032.50.  The 
number  of  Rectories  is  37 ;  their  estimated  value  860,560.     The  number  of 
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churches  and  chapels  86;  vahied  at  |256,870.  The  total  of  Church  property 
reported  is  vahied  at  §422,933.  Four  churches  have  been  consecrated.  Seven 
Daacans  and  three  Prissts  have  been  ordained.  Two  Evangelists  have  been 
appointed,  of  whom,  one  is  still  serving  in  that  capacity.  Five  Clergymen 
have  received  Letters  Dimissory  to  other  Dioceses.  Seven  have  been  received 
from  other  Dioceses.  Six  have  changed  their  held  of  labor.  There  are 
now  thirteen  candidates  for  Priests'  Orders;  nine  candidates  for  Deacons' 
Orders;  and  six  Postulants.  The  whole  number  of  the  Clergy  canonically 
connected  with  the  Diocese  is  seventy-three.  The  number  of  Parishes  is  84; 
Mission  Stations,  39 — in  all  123.  It  would  be  desirable  to  give  a  detailed 
and  condensed  statement  of  the  united  contributions  of  the  Diocese  to  the 
various  objects  specified  in  the  Parochial  Reports,  as  well  as  other  particulars 
of  the  Church's  work.  Much  difficulty,  however,  is  experienced  in  making  the 
compilation  of  statistics  at  present  presented,  owing  to  a  failure  of  a  portion  of 
the  Clergy  in  filling  out  the  blank  forms  furnished  them  by  order  of  the  Con- 
vention. The  committee  therefore,  would  earnestly  call  the  attention  of  their 
clerical  brethren  to  the  importance  of  filling  out  those  forms  as  fully  and 
exactly  as  is  practicable.  A  review  of  the  statistics  as  above  given,  as  com- 
pared with  the  report  made  to  the  last  Convention,  will  show  that  while  there 
has  been  a  slight  diminution  in  the  number  of  baptisms  and  confirmations, 
the  number  of  families,  of  souls,  of  Sunday-school  teachers  and  scholars,  of 
Parochial  scholars,  of  contributions  and  of  ordinations  is  very  considerably  in 
excess  of  those  previously  reported. 

On  the  whole,  while  not  permitted  to  rejoice  in  any  very  signal  evidences  of 
the  Divine  blessing,  we  have  yet  reason  to  thank  God  for  a  steady  growth,  and 
for  the  evidences  of  earnest,  faithful  labor  throughout  the   Diocese.     In  the 
fact  that  the  contributions  are  more  than  one-third  greater  during  the  past 
year  than  they  were  during  the  year  previous,  we  see  a  token  of  an  increased 
realization  on  the  part  of  our  people  that  they  are  but  stewards  of  their  Lord's 
goods.     In  the  filling  up  of  the  ranks  of  the  Clergy,  we  have  grounds  for 
anticipating  a  more  ample  reaping  of  fields  white  for  the  harvest.     By  the 
increase  of  our  missionary  force,  we  hope  for  an  extension  of  the  Church  into 
grounds  hitherto  unoccupied  by  the  Church.     St.  Mary's  School,  never  before 
giving  greater  evidence  of  the  high  appreciation  in  which  it  has  ever  been  so 
justly  held,  continues  to  do  its  blessed  work  for  the  daughters  of  the  Church 
belonging  to  this  and  other  Dioceses.     Would  to  God  that  our  sons  were  equally 
blessed  with  an  institution  under  the  fostering  care  of  the  Church,  where  their 
moral  and  religious  training  would  sanctify  their  intellectual  culture.     The 
increased  number  of  Parochial  and  other  Church  schools  shows  some  awaken- 
ing of  the  Church  to  the  unspeakable  importance  of  the  great  work  of  religious 
education,  while  the  enlargement  of  the  capabilities  of  Ravenscroft  to  give 
theological  instruction  to  Postulants  and  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  supplies 
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an  indispensable  need  of  tiiis  Diocese,  affording  facilities  for  raising  up  at  home 
a  body  of  Clergymen  to  minister  to  the  spiritual  necessities  of  their  own 
people.

Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

In  meetino:  together  in  Convention  this  vear,  we  come  with 
our  ranks  unbroken  by  the  visitation  of  Divine  Providence.  No 
one  of  the  Clergy  has  been  called  to  give  u}3  his  stewardship, 
nor  has  any  extreme  or  dangerous  sickness  fallen  upon  any  of 
us.  For  this  great  mercy,  let  us  offer  our  tribute  of  thanks  and 
praise  to  Him  whose  goodness  has  so  signally  blessed  us. 

My  first  official  act,  after  the  adjournment  of  our  last  Conven- 
tion, was  in  Christ  Church,  Raleigh,  on  the  fifth  Sunday  after 
Easter,  May  22d,  when  I  admitted  to  the  Priesthood  the  Rev. 
Edwin  A.  Osborne,  Deacon,  upon  presentation  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Buel.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Watson,  who, 
with  the  other  Clergy  present,  united  in  the  imposition  of  hands. 
Rev.  Dr.  Marshall  and  Rev.  Messrs.  Higgs,  N.  Harding  and 
Wootten  took  part  in  the  service.  The  Holy  Communion  was 
administered  by  the  Bishop. 

Ascension  Day,  May  26th,  in  St.  John^s  Church,  Wilmington, 
a  union  service  was  held,  when  I  preached  and  administered  the 
Holy  Communion.  At  night,  in  same  church,  confirmed  two 
persons  and  addressed  then). 

Friday,  May  27th,  in  St.  Mark's  Church,  Wilmington,  after 
Evening  Prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.  Watson  and  Rev.  Mr.  Ambler,  1 
preached,  confirmed  eight  persons  and  addressed  them. 

Sunday  after  Ascension,  May  29th,  in  St.  James''  Church, 
Wilmington,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Morel le  and 
Dr.  Watson,  I  preached,  confirmed  sixteen  persons,  addressed 
10 
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them  and  administered  the  Holy  Commnnion.  In  the  afternoon 
I  confirmed,  in  private,  a  sick  member  of  the  same  Parish. 

At  night,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  after  Evening  Prayer  by  Dr. 
Watson  and  Mr.  Ambler,  I  preached,  confirmed  six  persons  and 
addressed  them. 

Tuesday,  May  31,  visited  Clinton,  held  service  and  preached 
in  a  school-room,  the  church  having  been  destroyed  a  short  time 
before  by  a  tornado.  The  wreck  of  the  church  building  was  so 
complete  that  it  was  judged  unwise  to  attempt  its  reconstruction. 
A  new  building  was  resolved  upon,  and  a  more  eligible  site  was 
selected.  At  our  last  Convention  much  sympathy  was  expressed 
for  the  afflicted  congregation  at  Clinton,  and  a  resolution  was 
adopted  that  collections  should  be  taken  up  in  all  our  churches 
to  assist  them  in  the  erection  of  the  proposed  new  building.  I 
am  sorry  to  be  informed  that  this  resolution,  so  unanimously 
passed,  has  been  almost  wholly  disregarded.  Surely  it  is  a  very 
poor  way  of  showing  sympathy,  to  pass  such  a  resolution  and  then 
give  no  heed  to  the  obligation  which  it  imposes.  This  is  not  to 
"bear  one  another's  burdens,"  as  the  true  spirit  of  the  Gospel 
demands.  And  while  referring  to  this  subject,  I  must  take  occa- 
sion to  say  that  lam  greatly  surprised  to  find  that  many  of  the 
Clergy  are  utterly  careless  and  neglectful  in  the  matter  of  com- 
plying w^ith  the  orders  of  Convention  in  regard  to  several 
important  collections.  What  is  decided  on  and  enjoined  by  a 
body  like  this,  is  surely  not  left  to  individual  discretion;  it  has 
the  force  of  law,  and  no  one  should  lightly  neglect  such  specific 
directions.  To  do  so  is  to  illustrate  that  spirit  of  self-will  and 
lawlessness  which  is  wholly  alien  to  the  teachings  of  Christ  and 
His  Apostles.  If  the  Church  has  authority,  let  us  respect  that 
authority,  and  yield  a  prompt  and  loyal  obedience  to  its  legisla- 
tive enactments. 

From  Clinton  I  went  the  next  day,  Wednesday,  June  1,  to 
Faison,  and  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  conducted  Morning  Ser- 
vice and  preached.     I  found  a  new  church  building  in  the  course 
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of  erection,  but  it  was  not  far  enough  adv^anced  to  he  used  for 
the  service.  In  the  afternoon,  at  a  private  house,  I  baptized 
three  infants. 

The  same  ev-ening,  I  went  to  Wilmington,  and  the  next  day, 
Thursday,  June  2d,  in  St.  Philip's  Church,  Smiihville,  I  was 
assisted  in  the  service  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Ambler  and  Windley.  I 
baptized  an  infant,  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. Returned  the  same  evening  to  Wilmington,  and  the 
next  day,  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Watson,  I  took  the 
steamer  for  Fayetteville.  We  had  a  very  pleasant  passage,  and 
arrived  the  followinp;  morninji. 

Whitsunday,  June  5th,  in  St.  John's  Church,  after  Morning 
Prayer  by  Dr..  Watson  and  Mr.  Benton,  I  preached  the  sermon, 
and  admitted  to  the  Priesthood  Rev.  John  Huske,  Deacon,  upon 
presentation  by  his  father.  Rev.  Dr.  Huske.  The  Clergy  present 
joined  in  the  imposition  of  hands,  and  I  administered  the  Holy 
Communion.  At  night,  in  the  same  church,  after  a  sermon  by 
Rev.  Dr.  Watson,  I  confirmed  nine  persons  and  addressed  them. 

Thursday,  June  9th,  I  presided  at  the  Commencement  at  St. 
Mary's  School,  Raleigh.  At  the  close  of  the  literary  exercises, 
we  repaired  to  the  Chapel,  where  I  made  an  address  to  the  grad- 
uates, delivered  the  diplomas,  and  closed  with  prayer  and  bene- 
diction. It  was  very  pleasant  thus  to  mingle  the  solemn  services 
of  the  Church  with  the  other  exercises,  which  were  not  only 
most  interesting,  but  of  a  high  order  of  merit.  I  am  glad  to 
add,  in  this  connection,  that  the  school  has  been  going  on  most 
prosperously  during  the  past  year,  and  is  doing  its  work  thorougly 
and  efficiently.  The  increasing  numbers  of  the  current  school 
year,  show  how  well  this  noble  institution  is  appreciated,  not  only 
in  our  own,  but  in  the  other  Southern  States. 

Friday,  June  10th,  visited  St.  Augustine's  Normal  School,  and 
delivered  an  address.  Also  presided,  the  same  day,  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  held  at  the  school. 
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Trinity  Sunday,  June  12,  in  St.  Augustine^ s  Church,  Raleigh, 
after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  B.  Smedes,  I  preached  and 
atJmitted  to  the  Diaconate  Mr.  John  W.  Perry,  upon  presenta- 
tion by  Rev.  J.  E.  C.  Smedes,  under  whose  instruction  he  had 
prepared  for  Holy  Orders.  I  also  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. 

Tuesday,  June  14th,  met  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Committee, 
lately  appointed  ;  we  organized,  and  then  made  appropriations 
for  the  year. 

Friday,  June  17th,  in  St.  Timothy^s  Church,  Wilson,  took 
part  in  the  Morning  Service,  when  Rev.  Dr.  Patterson  preached. 
At  night,  after  Evening  Prayer  by  Mr.  Bronson  and  Dr.  Patter- 
son, I  preached,  confirmed  seven  persons  and  addressed  them. 

First  Sunday  after  Trinity,  June  19th,  consecrated  the 
Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Rocky  Mount.  The  request  to 
consecrate  was  read  by  Rev.  Mr.  Bronson,  and  the  sentence  of 
consecration  by  Rev.  Dr.  Patterson.  I  preached,  confiirmed  four 
persons  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  Rev.  Walter 
J.  Smith  was  also  present  and  took  part  in  the  services. 

Monday,  June  20th,  in  St.  Marh''s  Church,  Halifax,  after 
Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.  Smith,  I  preached  and  adminis- 
tered the  Holy  Communion. 

Tuesday,  June  21st,  in  Trinity  Church,  Scotland  Neck,  after 
Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.  Smith,  I  preached,  confirmed  two 
persons  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

Wednesday,  June  22d,  in  St.  Martinis  Church,  Hamilton, 
which  was  then  only  so  far  completed  that  it  could  be  used  for 
tiie  service;  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Dougherty 
and  Hilton,  I  preached,  confirmed  eight  persons,  addressed 
them  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  Directly  after 
the  services,  confirmed  three  persons  in  private.  It  afforded  me 
no  common  pleasure  to  find  so  neat  and  attractive  a  building 
erected  here,  amid  so  many  discouragements.  It  is  now  entirely 
completed,  and  I  expect  to  consecrate  it  on  the  occasion   of  my 
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visit  there,  next  week.  It  is  indeed  a  noble  monument  of  untir- 
ing zeal  and  single-hearted  devotion  to  the  interests  of  Christ's 
Kino'dom.  Lonof  mav  it  stand  to  comfort  and  bless  the  little 
band  who  have  laboured  so  earnestly  for  it,  and  may  it  prove  also 
the  light  and  guide  of  thousands  who  may  there  learn  the  blessed 
way  of  salvation. 

Thursdav,  June  23d,  in  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Williams- 
ton,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Dougherty  and 
Hauo-hton,  I  preached,  confirmed  two  persons  and  administered 
the  Holy  Communion. 

Friday,  June  24th,  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Innocents,  Bertie 
county,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Wootten,  I  preached 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

Saturday,  June  25th,  in  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Windsor,  after 
Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Wootten,  I  preached,  confirmed 
two  persons,  addressed  them  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. 

Second  Sunday  after  Trinity,  June  26th,  in  Grace  Churchy 
Woodville,  Bertie  county.  Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Wootten,  and  after  the  second  lesson  I  confirmed  two  per- 
sons. I  preached  and  ordained  to  the  Diaconate  Mr.  John  F. 
Spivey,  on  presentation  by  Mr.  Wootten,  and  also  administered 
the  Holy  Communion. 

Monday,  June  27th,  visited  Eoxobel,  where  a  neat  chapel  had 
been  erected,  which  was  sufficiently  advanced  to  enable  us  to  hold 
service  in  it.  I  preached  to  a  large  congregation,  after  Morning 
Prayer  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Wootten  and  Price. 

Wednesday,  June  29th,  in  ^^S^.  Marys  Church,  Kinston,  after 
Morning  Prayer  by  the  Rev.  Israel  Harding,  I  preached,  con- 
firmed one  person  and  administered  the  Holy  Comrauniou. 

Thursday,  June  30th,  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Innocents, 
Lenoir  county,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Mr.  Harding,  I  preached, 
confirmed  eight  persons  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

Third  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  3d,  in  Christ  Church,  New- 
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hern,  Rev.  Messrs.  Spivey,  Shields  and  Israel  Harding  con- 
ducted the  Morning  Service.  After  the  second  lesson  I  con- 
firmed four  persons,  preached,  ordained  to  the  Diaconate  Mr.  N. 
C.  Hughes,  Jr.,  on  presentation  by  his  father,  and  administered 
the  Holy  Communion. 

At  night,  in  St.  Cyprian^s  Church,  after  Evening  Prayer  by 
Rev.  Messrs.  Spivey  and  I.  Harding,  I  preached,  confirmed  three 
persans  and  addressed  them. 

Tuesday,  July  5th,  in  St.  PauVs  Church,  Beaufort,  after 
Evening  Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Forbes,  I  preached,  confirmed  three 
persons  and  addressed  them. 

Sixth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  24th,  I  consecrated  the  new 
church  at  Durham,  under  the  name  of  St.  Philips s  Church.  The 
request  to  consecrate  was  read  by  Rev.  J.  B.  Cheshire,  Jr.,  who 
also  read  the  Sentence  of  Consecration.  Rev.  E.  N.  Joyner 
assisted  Mr.  Cheshire  in  the  service,  and  I  preached  and  adminis- 
tered the  Holy  Communion.  We  are  largely  indebted  to  the 
zeal  and  energy  of  Rev.  Mr.  Cheshire,  then  in  charge  of  the 
work  at  Durham,  for  the  successful  completion  of  this  very 
pleasing  church  edifice,  and  it  was  a  great  disappointment  to  us 
all,  that  sickness  prevented  his  father.  Rev.  Dr.  Cheshire,  from 
preaching  the  sermon  on  the  occasion,  as  he  had  kindly  consented 
to  do.  At  night,  in  the  same  church,  after  a  sermon  by  Rev. 
W.  S.  Bynum,  I  confirmed  one  person.  Also,  the  next  day, 
being  the  Feast  of  St.  James  the  Apostle,  I  took  part  in  the 
Morning  Service. 

Thursday,  July  28th,  in  Christ  Church,  Raleigh,  I  took  part 
in  a  funeral  service.     Left  the  same  day  for  Morganton. 

Friday,  July  29th,  met  the  Trustees  of  Wilberforce  School, 
and,  after  mature  deliberation,  and  a  full  consideration  of  all  the 
difficulties  surrounding  the  enterprise,  it  was  resolved  to  go  no 
further  with  the  work,  but  let  the  property  be  sold,  and  the  pro- 
ceeds be  divided,  2:fro  rata,  among  the  contributors.  It  was  a 
great  disappointment  to  see  this  scheme  prove  unsuccessful,  but 
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the  unsatisfactory  character  of  the  biiikling,  and  other  weighty 
considerations,  induced  us  to  adopt  this  course.  I  still  trust  that 
the  day  is  not  distant  when  a  school  for  boys,  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Church,  may  be  successfully  established. 

The  same  evening,  in  Grace  Church,  Morganton,  after  Even- 
ing Prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.  Sutton,  I  made  an  address  to  the  con- 
gregation, preached  and  confirmed  one  person. 

Sunday,  July  31,  consecrated  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  in 
Hickory,  Catawba  county.  The  request  to  consecrate  was  read 
by  the  Rev.  John  Huske;  the  Sentence  of  Consecration  by  the 
Rev.  E.  R.  Rich;  the  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  J.  C. 
Huske,  D.  D.,  and  I  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  This 
w^as  truly  a  day  of  rejoicing  to  the  little  flock  in  Hickory,  for  by 
the  kind  help  of  friends,  a  very  attractive  and  comfortable  church 
building  had  been  entirely  completed,  thus  affording  to  the 
zealous  young  Rector  and  his  earnest  co-workers  a  large  measure 
of  comfort  and  encouragement.  At  night,  in  the  same  church, 
after  Evening  Prayer  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Rich,  Huske  and  Bell,  I 
preached,  confirmed  six  persons  and  addressed  them. 

Monday,  August  1st,  in  ISt.  James'  Church,  Lenoir,  Caldwell 
county,  after  Evening  Prayer  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Bell  and  Bush,  I 
preached  and  confirmed  two  persons. 

Tuesday,  August  2d,  in  the  Methodist  Chapel  at  Patterson, 
Messrs.  Bush  and  Bell  said  Evening  Prayer  and  I  preached. 

Wednesday,  August  3d,  crossed  the  Blue  Ridge  to  Valle 
Crucis,  Watauga  county,  and  the  next  day,  August  4th,  I  preached 
in  the  Methodist  Chapel  there,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev. 
Mr.  Bell. 

Friday,  August  5th,  in  St.  John^s  Church,  after  Morning 
Prayer  by  Mr.  Bell,  I  preached,  confirmed  six  persons,  addressed 
them  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  The  position  of 
this  church  has  been  unfortunate,  being  at  the  extreme  boundary 
of  the  district  from  which  the  congregation  is  derived,  and  with 
two  miles  of  a  rocky  road,  almost  impassable.     I  judged  it  wise 
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to  advise  the  removal  of  the  builclintr  two  miles  nearer  to  Valle 
Crncis.  A  very  desirable  lot  was  offered  for  the  |)urpose,  and 
since  my  visit  the  church  has  been  taken  down  and  rebuilt  in 
this  better  and  more  central  location.  I  feel  well  assured  that 
this  change  will  greatly  promote  the  growth  and  prosperity  of 
the  work  in  that  strictly  missionary  field. 

Sunday,  August  7th,  in  the  Methodist  Church  at  Boone,  after 
Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  G.  H.  Bell,  I  ])reached  and  admin- 
istered the  Holy  Communion.  A  heavy  rain,  during  the  whole 
morning,  occasioned  much  disappointment  to  many  who  had  been 
looking  forward  with  interest  to  the  service.  It  cleared  up  before 
one  o'clock  and  I  had  a  beautiful  evening  for  going  over  to  Gap 
Creek,  where  I  had  an  appointment  for  the  next  morning. 

Monday,  August  8th,  in  a  school-house  in  the  neighborhood, 
Mr.  Bell  conducted  the  service.  I  made  an  address,  explanatory 
of  the  history  and  some  of  the  usages  of  the  Church,  and  then 
preached  to  quite  a  large  and  attentive  congregation. 

Tuesday,  August  9th,  I  preached  in  the  Methodist  Chapel  at 
Elk  Cross  Roads,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Bell. 

We  continued  our  drive  the  same  evening  to  Jefferson,  Ashe 
county,  and  the  next  day,  August  10th,  in  the  Methodist  Church 
there,  Mr.  Bell  said  Morning  Prayer  and  I  preached.  Soon 
after  the  service  we  drove  on  to  Ore  Knob,  and,  at  night,  in  the 
neat  Union  Chapel  erected  by  the  Mining  Company,  Mr.  Bell 
read  Evening  Prayer  and  I  preached.  There  was  a  very  large 
attendance  of  those  connected  with  the  mining  operations  at  this 
point. 

The  next  day  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bell  drove  me  on  to  the  residence 
of  Rev.  R.  H.  Barber,  near  WUheshoro,  and  the  following  day 
he  returned  to  Boone. 

Friday,  August  1 2th,  I  accompanied  Rev.  Mr.  Barber  to  Eikin, 
and  at  night,  in  the  Methodist  Church,  he  conducted  the  Even- 
ing Service  and  I  preached. 
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Saturday,  August  13th,  in  Gioyn's  Chapel,  after  Morning 
Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Barber,  I  preached  and  administered  the 
Holy  Communion.  Shortly  after  the  service  we  started  on  our 
return  to  Mr.  Barber's  house,  some  eighteen  miles  distant. 
When  nearly  half  way  there,  an  accident  happened  to  the  buggy 
in  which  I  was  driving,  by  which  I  was  thrown  out  with  con- 
siderable force,  and  seriously  injured  my  left  arm.  At  first  I 
thought  the  arm  was  broken,  but  it  proved  only  a  severe  con- 
tusion. Most  providentially,  the  accident  happened  in  the  imme- 
diate vicinity  of  a  family  belonging  to  our  Church,  from  whom 
I  received  every  kindness;  and  provision  was  made  for  me  to 
continue  the  journey. 

The  next  day,  Sunday,  I  had  an  appointment  at  Wilkesboro, 
but  I  was  unable  to  go  to  the  church.  Mr.  Barber  conducted 
the  service,  and  brought  back  with  \\\m  to  the  house  two  candi- 
dates for  confirmation,  to  whom  I  there  administered  the  rite. 

This  was  my  last  appointment  for  that  section  of  the  State, 
and  I  had  expected  to  proceed  the  next  day  to  Marion,  and  so 
on  to  Asheville.  But  the  physician  whom  I  consulted  thought 
my  nervous  system  had  received  such  a  shock,  that  I  ought  not 
to  go  on  at  once  with  my  duties.  I  accordingly  withdrew  a  few 
of  my  appointments,  and  on  reaching  Statesville,  where  I  was 
driven  on  Monday,  I  took  the  train  that  night  and  proceeded  on 
to  Raleigh.  There  I  enjoyed  the  best  medical  treatment,  and 
in  ten  davs  felt  ravself  able  to  o^o  on  to  Asheville. 

Thursday,  August  2oth,  in  the  Chapel  of  Trinity  Church, 
Asheville,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Bush,  J.  Huske 
and  Ingle,  and  a  sermon  by  Rev.  Dr.  Huske,  I  confirmed  six 
persons,  addressed  them  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 
The  Convocation  of  Asheville  was  holdino;  a  meetino^  there  at 
that  time,  but  I  did  not  feel  able  to  do  more  than  take  part  in 
this  service. 

Sunday,  August  28th,  in  Calvary  Church,  Henderson  county, 
after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  E.  A.  Osborne  and  Rev.  Dr. 
11 
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Buel,  I  preached,  confirmed   six  persons,  addressed  them  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

Tuesday,  August  30th,  in  St.  Paul's  in  the  Valley^  Transyl- 
vania county,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.  Bnel,  I  preached 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

At  night,  in  the  court-house  at  Brevard^  Dr.  Buel  conducted 
the  Evening  Service  and  I  preached. 

Thursday,  September  1st,  in  the  school-house  at  Cashier's  Val- 
ley, after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.  Buel,  I  preached  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion.  The  building  was  much 
crowded  and  unusual  interest  manifested.  There  is  an  excellent 
field  here  for  Mission  work. 

Sunday,  September  4th,  Twelfth  after  Trinity,  I  consecrated 
the  new  St.  John's  Church,  in  Macon  county,  about  eight  miles 
beyond  Franklin.  The  deed  of  donation,  with  request  to  con- 
secrate, was  read  by  Rev.  J.  A.  Deal,  Missionary  in  charge,  and 
the  sentence  of  consecration  by  Rev.  Dr.  Buel.  Morning  Prayer 
was  said  by  Rev.  Dr.  Buel,  Rev.  J.  A.  Deal  and  Rev.  E.  C. 
Steele,  of  South  Carolina.  After  the  second  Lesson  I  baptized 
an  infant,  also  preached  the  sermon  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion.  The  building  thus  consecrated  is  a  very  well 
ordered  and  churchly  edifice,  beautifully  situated  among  the 
mountains,  and  for  which  we  are  largely  indebted  to  kind  con- 
tributions beyond  the  limits  of  our  own  State.  Much  credit  is 
due  to  Rev.  Mr.  Deal  for  the  zeal  and  energy  with  which  he  has 
urged  forward  this  important  work.  The  day  of  the  consecra- 
tion was  a  very  lovely  one,  and  drew  together  a  large  concourse 
of  persons  from  many  miles  around,  to  witness  the  first  ceremony 
of  the  kind  which  had  ever  taken  place  in  that  part  of  the 
State.  The  prospects  of  the  Church  in  that  vicinity  are  very 
encouraging. 

Monday,  September  5th,  I  preached  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Franklin,  after  Evening  Prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.  Buel 
and  Rev.  Mr.  Deal. 
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Wednesday,  September  7th,  in  the  court-house  in  Webster, 
Jackson  county,  I  ])re^iched  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, the  Rev.  Dr.  Buel  assisting  in  the  service. 

Sunday,  September  11th,  in  Grace  Church  in  the  ^fountains, 
Waynesville,  Haywood  county,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev. 
Drs.  Buel  and  Banister,  I  preaclied,  confirmed  fourteen  persons, 
addressed  them  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

Preached  again  in  the  afternoon,  in  the  school-room  at  Mica 
Dale,  three  miles  from  Waynesville,  after  Evening  Prayer  by 
Rev.  Dr.  Buel.  The  good  work  is  going  steadily  forward  in  this 
neighborhood,  and  having  now  secured  an  eligible  lot  for  a 
chapel,  we  hope  to  have  it  completed  with  the  least  possible 
delay. 

Tuesday,  September  13th,  in  St.  Andrew^  Church,  Buncombe 
county,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.  Buxton,  I  preached 
and  confirmed  two  persons. 

At  night,  in  Trinity  Chapel,  Asheville,  after  Evening  Prayer 
by  Rev.  Dr.  Buxton  and  Mr.  Berry,  I  confirmed  three  persons 
and  addressed  them. 

With  this  service  my  summer  visitation  terminated,  for  I  was 
unable  to  reach  my  next  appointment  by  the  swollen  condition 
of  the  streams  which  had  to  be  crossed.  After  traveling  twenty 
miles,  before  reaching  the  stream,  we  were  obliged  to  turn  back  to 
Asheville. 

This  visitation  proved,  on  the  whole,  a  very  pleasant  and 
encouraging  one.  I  was  favored,  for  the  most  part,  with  bright 
and  beautiful  weather,  and  with  large  and  attentive  congrega- 
tions. In  this  extensive  western  field  we  need  a  considerable 
increase  of  missionaries,  but  there  are  so  few  members  of  our 
own  communion,  scattered  through  these  rural  districts,  that  for 
some  time  to  come  little  can  be  raised,  in  the  way  of  support, 
from  the  congregations  to  whom  the  Gospel  is  carried.  More 
than  half  the  State  is  strictly  missionary  ground,  and  a  very 
considerable  increase  in  our  missionary  funds  is  required  to  enable 
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us  to  do  any  measure  of  the  work  which  is  so  imperatively 
demanded.  And  yet  another  difficulty  with  which  we,  in  this 
Diocese  have  to  contend,  is  the  lack  of  any  large  cities  to  which 
we  can  look  for  help,  as  centres  of  wealth  and  influence.  We 
have  indeed  a  large  territory,  but  with  only  a  scattered  popula- 
tion; and  therefore  we  need  to  combine  our  forces  to  the  utmost, 
in  order  to  secure  that  moderate  growth  which  is  all  that,  for  the 
present,  we  have  any  reason  to  look  for.  It  is  not  more  Episco- 
pal supervision  which  is  required,  but  a  large  increase  of  active, 
earnest,  faithful  workers,  with  the  means  wherewith  to  sustain 
them. 

The  same  heavy  rain-fall  which  prevented  me  from  reaching 
Rutherfordton,  so  far  interrupted  travel  on  the  railway,  that  I 
was  unable  to  be  in  Charlotte  the  following  Sunday,  as  I  had 
intended,  and  my  visit  there  took  place  at  a  later  date.  After 
waiting  for  several  days  for  the  resumption  of  travel  on  our  own 
railway,  I  finally  returned  home  by  the  Spartanburg  R-oad, 
reaching  Raleigh  on  Wednesday,  September  21st. 

On  Monday,  September  26th,  in  Christ  Church,  Raleigh,  I 
deposed  from  the  sacred  ministry,  under  the  provisions  of  Canon 
V,  Title  2  of  the  Digest,  Rev.  Edward  W.  Gilliam,  a  Presbyter 
of  this  Diocese,  who  had  signified  to  me  his  intention  to  connect 
himself  with  the  communion  of  the  Church  of  Rome.  The 
Rev.  Drs.  Buel  and  Marshall,  and  Rev.  J.  E.  C.  Smedesand  E. 
R.  Rich  were  present  on  the  occasion.  On  the  afternoon  of  the 
same  day,  and  in  the  same  church,  I  took  part  in  the  funeral 
exercises  in  connection  with  the  obsequies  of  the  late  President 
of  the  United  States,  and  delivered  an  address. 

Friday,  September  30th,  I  left  for  Baltimore  and  New  York. 
One  object  of  my  visit  to  New  York  was  to  confer  with  the 
Domestic  Missionary  Committee,  in  regard  to  a  plan  which  I 
have  had  in  contemplation,  viz.:  to  establish  a  theological 
department  in  connection  with  St.  Augustine's  Normal  School, 
where  regular  classes  of  colored  men  can  be  carefully  trained  and 
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educated  for  the  sacred  ministry.  Xothing  is  more  apparent 
than  that,  in  order  to  reach  effectually  the  colored  population,  a 
body  of  teachers  must  be  raised  up  from  their  own  ranks,  and 
as  we  have  in  Raleigh  a  well  established  and  moderately  endowed 
Normal  School  of  high  order,  it  struck  me  that  no  plan  could  be 
more  economical  and  effective,  than  to  graft  a  theological  depart- 
ment upon  this  institution.  This  plan,  which  1  submitted  to 
the  committee,  met  with  general  favor,  and  I  received  at  once  an 
appropriation,  by  which  I  was  enabled  immediately  to  inaugurate 
the  work.  Quite  recently  I  have  published  a  letter  in  the 
Spirit  of  llissions,  explaining  the  design,  and  asking  for  funds 
with  which  to  erect,  on  the  grounds  of  the  Normal  School,  a 
theological  hall,  and  a  cha[)el  for  the  use  of  the  whole  school. 
I  am  glad  to  say  that  this  letter  has  awakened  no  little  interest 
in  this  important  matter,  and  I  have  already  received  between 
three  and  four  thousand  dollars  to  assist  in  carrying  out  the 
scheme.  We  have  had  several  theological  students  all  along  in 
the  Normal  School;  but  their  theological  instruction  had  to  be 
carried  on  outside  the  regular  course  of  study,  and  necessarily 
imposed  a  great  deal  of  extra  labor  on  the  Principal  of  the 
school.  Now  we  have  such. provision  made,  as  will  enable  us  to 
give  regular  and  systematic  theological  training,  and  with  special 
adaptation  to  the  needs  of  those  who  are  to  minister  to  the 
colored  race.  So  soon  as  we  can  have  a  suitable  building  for 
this  department,  and  provision  to  aid  necessitous  and  worthy 
young  men,  seeking  the  holy  ministry,  I  have  no  doubt  that  a 
very  "great  and  valuable  work  can  be  done  through  this  agency. 
Those  who  have  already  been  trained  at  the  Normal  School,  and 
have  been  admitted  to  Holy  Orders,  have  proved  efficient 
workers,  and  have  exerted  a  most  wholesome  and  salutary 
influence.  I  am  more  and  more  convinced  every  day  of  the 
special  fitness  of  our  Church  services  for  the  colored  people,  and 
I  have  no  doubt  that,  before  many  years,  we  shall  have  a  large 
ingathering  from   the  ranks  of  those  who  now  are  carried  away 
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with  the  idea  that  an  emotional  religion  is  the  only  true  and 
acceptable  form  of  Christianity.  Careful  instruction,  and  an 
intelligent  apprehension  of  the  Christian  scheme,  is  what  these 
people  greatly  need,  and,  when  once  under  proper  guidance,  the 
prejudices  and  errors  which  now  prevail  so  widely  among  them, 
will  give  place  to  better  and  more  enlightened  ideas.  Millions 
of  this  race  are  around  us,  and  a  heavy  responsibility  rests  upon 
us  to  do  what  we  can  to  guide  their  steps  aright. 

While  still  at  the  North,  I  took  the  opportunity  to  visit  Detroit, 
and  one  object  I  had  in  view  was  to  make  inquiry  after  certain 
lots  lying  near  the  city  which  were  left  to  this  Diocese  several 
years  ago  for  the  special  purpose  of  helping  forward  mission 
work  in  some  of  the  western  counties  of  the  State.  The  lots 
are  steadily  increasing  in  value,  and,  if  kept  a  few  years  longer, 
they  will  yield  an  amount  which  will  be  of  considerable  assist- 
ance to  us.  While  in  Detroit  I  was  treated  with  great  kindness 
and  courtesy  by  the  excellent  Bishop  of  Michigan,  and  shared 
the  hospitality  of  one  of  his  most  active  and  zealous  lay  workers, 
a  personal  friend,  whom  I  had  long  been  anxious  to  visit.  By 
particular  request  of  the  Bishop,  I  accompanied  him  to  Ann 
Arbor,  the  seat  of  the  State  University,  where  on  Sunday,  Octo- 
ber 16th,  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  I  preached  the  sermon  at  the 
ordination  to  the  Diaconate  of  Prof.  M.  C.  Tyler,  now  of  Cor- 
nell University,  but  formerly  a  Professor  in  the  University  of 
Michigan.  It  was  an  occasion  of  unusual  interest,  and  a  very 
large  congregation  was  present.  I  returned  to  Detroit  the  next 
morning,  and  left  the  same  day  for  New  York. 

On  the  following  Sunday,  October  23d,  I  preached  in  Grace 
Church,  South  Oyster  Bay,  Long  Island. 

.  The  next  day  I  went  to  Baltimore,  and  on  Sunday,  October 
30th,  in  Christ  Church,  Norfolk,  Va.,  I  preached  both  morning 
and  evening. 

I  reached  Raleigh  the  next  evening,  and  after  a  few  days 
there,!  entered  upon  my  autumnal  visitation. 
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Sunday,  November  6tb,  in  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Oxford,  after 
Morning  Prayer  by  tbe  Rev.  Mr.  Vaughan,  I  preached,  con- 
firmed three  persons  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 
Preached  again  in  the  evening. 

I  went  the  next  morning  to  Williamsboro,  and  in  St.  John's 
Church,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Vaughan  and 
Pettigrew,  I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

Tuesday,  November  8th,  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Sassafras  Fork, 
I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  Mr.  Vaughan 
assisting  in  the  service.  I  was  sorry  to  find  this  neat  little 
church  still  in  an  unfinished  state.  The  requisite  material  was 
all  in  readiness,  but  the  difficulty  lay  in  finding  a  competent 
workman  to  undertake  the  completion  of  the  building.  I  have 
little  doubt  that  this  summer  will  see  the  work  completed,  and 
the  church  ready  for  consecration. 

Wednesday,  November  9th,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Goshen, 
after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Vaughan,  I  preached  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

The  next  day  I  was  driven  over  to  Flat  River,  in  Orange 
county,  and  on  Friday,  November  11th,  in  the  Methodist  Church, 
I  preached,  after  Morning  Service  by  Rev.  Mr.  Curtis. 

In  the  afternoon  I  proceeded  on  to  Fairntosh,  where  I  held 
service  in  the  evening  and  preached  to  quite  a  large  congregation. 

Sunday,  November  13th,  in  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Hillsboro, 
after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Murphy,  I  preached,  con- 
firmed five  persons,  addressed  them  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion. 

Preached  the  same  day  in  St.  Mary's  Church,  six  miles  in  the 
country,  after  Evening  Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Murphy. 

Upon  my  return,  the  next  morning,  to  Hillsboro,  I  confirmed 
a  sick  person  at  her  own  house. 

I  was  much  gratified  to  find  the  vacancy  at  Hillsboro  supplied 
by  the  return  to  our  Diocese  of  Rev.  J.  W.  Murphy.  He  has 
been  warmly  welcomed  by  the  whole  congregation,  and  seems  to 
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l)e  highly  appreciated  and  beloved.     I  trust  that  the  interests  of 
the  Church  there  may  abundantly  prosper  ii]  his  hands. 

The  same  afternoon  I  left  for  Danville,  Ya.,  and  continued  on 
the  Dext  morning  to  Milton,  from  which  point  I  was  driven  to 
Col.  Cunningham's,  in  Person  county. 

Wednesday,  November  16th,  in  Providence  Chapel,  in  that 
neighborhood,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Kinsolving,  of 
Virginia,  who  kindly  came  over  to  meet  me,  I  preached,  con- 
firmed one  person  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

Friday,  November  18th,  in  the  Baptist  house  of  worship,  in 
Reidsville,  Rockingham  county,  Rev.  J.  T.  Clark  conducted  the 
Evening  Service  and  I  preached.  We  are  in  great  need  of  a 
church  building  here,  and  an  effort  is  now  in  progress  to  that 
end,  which  I  trust  may  be  crowned  with  success. 

Sunday,  November  20th,  in  the  Church  of  the  Epiphany, 
Leaksville,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Clark,  I  preached, 
confirmed  two  persons  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 
Preached  again  in  the  evening,  confirmed  two  others  and  ad- 
dressed them. 

Tuesday,  November  22d,  in  Mountain  Chapel,  I  read  Morn- 
ing Prayer,  preached  and  confirmed  one  person. 

Wednesday,  November  23d,  went  to  3Iadison  in  a  heavy  rain, 
and  the  day  was  so  stormy  that  I  concluded  not  to  hold  any  ser- 
vice. I  baptized  an  infant  in  private,  and  then  went  on  to  Major 
Hairston's,  in  Stokes  county,  whose  carriage  had  been  sent  to 
meet  me. 

Thursday,  November  24th,  Thanksgiving  Day,  went  to 
Hairston's  Chapel,  where  I  conducted  the  service  and  preached. 

Saturday,  November  26th,  in  the  Methodist  Chapel,  German- 
ton,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Curtis,  I  preached  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion.  In  tlie  afternoon,  at  a  pri- 
vate house  near  Gern)anton,  I  baptized  two  adults  and  confirmed 
them. 
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Advent  Siuuhiy,  November  '27tli,  in  St,  Paul's  Church,  Whi- 
sfon,  Rev.  Messrs.  Curtis,  Byniiiii  and  Daugherty  took  part  in 
the  service.  I  preached,  confirmed  two  persons,  addressed  them 
and  administered  the  Holy  Commnnion.

earlier  part  of  the  service  by  attendance  at  a  funeral. 

Wednesday,  November  30th,  in  Christ  Church,  Rowan  county, 
after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.  Wetmore,  I  preached,  con- 
firmed three  persons,  addressed  them  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion. 

Thursday,  December  1st,  in  St.  Andreios  Church,  Rowan 
county,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.  Wetmore  and  Rev. 
Mr.  Murdoch,  I  preaclied  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. 

Mr.  ^lurdoch  accom|)anied  me  the  same  day  to  Mocksville,  and 
in  the  evening,  in  St.  Philip's  Church,  I  took  part  in  the  service 
and  Mr.  Murdoch  preached.

Thursday,  January  5th,  I  started  on  my  return  to  Raleigh, 
arriving  the  following  day. 

Sunday,  January  15th,  preached  in  the  Chapel  of  St.  Mary's 
School. 

Sunday,  January  22d,  preached  in  Christ  Church,  and  on  Sun- 
day, the  29th,  in  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Raleigh. 

Septuagesima  Sunday,  February  5th,  in  St.  James'  Church, 
Wilmington,  I  preached  and  admitted  to  the  order  of  Deacons 
Mr.  Armand  DeRosset  Meares,  on  presentation  by  Rev.  Dr. 
Watson.  Mornino;  Praver  w'as  said  bv  Rev.  T.  D.  Pitts,  and  I 
administered  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  Dr.  Watson  and 
Rev.  Mr.  Pitts.     At  night,  preached  in  St.  John's  Church. 

I  left  the  next  evening  on  a  brief  visit  to  South  Carolina  and 
Florida. 
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Sexagesinia  Sunday,  February  12th,  I  preached  in  the  Church 
of  the  Holy  Cross,  Sanford,  Orange  county,  Florida.  While  at 
this  place  I  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  my  esteemed  friend,  the 
Bishop  of  Minnesota,  who  was  spending  part  of  the  winter  there 
for  the  benefit  of  his  health.  And  in  Jacksonville,  both  in 
going  and  returning,  I  passed  some  pleasant  hours  with  the 
Bishop  of  Florida.  I  also  spent  two  days  very  agreeably  in 
Charleston,  where  I  was  the  guest  of  the  Bishop  of  South  Caro- 
lina. From  there  I  went  to  Magnolia,  on  a  visit  to  Rev.  Mr. 
Drayton,  and  on  Quinquagesima  Sunday,  February  19th,  1 
preached  twice,  to  large  congregations  of  coloured  ])eople,  in  two 
chapels  where  Mr.  Drayton  regularly  niinisters  in  the  winter 
season. 

On  Tuesdav  I  left  for  Columbin,  and  the  next  day  being  Ash 
Wednesday,  I  preached  in  Trinity  Church,  the  service  being 
conducted  by  Rev.  Dr.  Shand  and  Rev.  Mr.  Judd.

First  Sunday  in  Lent,  February  26th,  in  Christ  Church, 
Raleigh,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.  Marshall,  I  preached 
and  ordained  to  the  Diaconate,  Mr.  Charles  Carroll  Quin,  on 
presentation  by  Rev.  J.  E.  C.  Smedes,  and  administered  the 
Holy  Communion.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Hubbard,  who  has  lately 
returned  to  this  Diocese,  took  part  in  the  service. 

Second  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  5th,  in  St.  Luke^s  Church, 
Lincolnton,  I  ordained  to  the  Priesthood  the  Rev.  William  Shipp 
Bynum,  Deacon,  on  presentation  by  Rev.  William  R.  Wetmore. 
Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  Rev.  Messrs.  J.  B.  Cheshire,  Jr., 
J.  Huske  and  Curtis,  and  the  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  F. 
J.  Murdoch.  These  gentlemen  united  in  the  imposition  of 
hands.  The  Holy  Communion  was  administered  by  me,  assisted 
by  Rev.  C.  J.  Curtis.     At  night,  after  Evening  Prayer  by  Rev. 
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Messrs.  Hiisko  and  Cheshire,  I  preached,  eonfinned  two  persons 
and  addressed  tlieni. 

Monday,  March  6th,  in  8t.  Peteis  Church,  Charlotte,  after 
Evening  Prayer  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Quin  and  Cheshire,  and  a  short 
sermon  in  sign  language  by  Rev.  Job  Turner,  which  was  read  bv 
Mr.  Cheshire,  I  made  an  address,  confirmed  three  persons  (one 
being  a  deaf  mute)  and  addressed  them. 

Third  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  12th,  in  Chapel  of  the  Crosf<, 
Chapel  Hill,  Rev.  Dr.  Hubbard  said  Morning  Prayer.  I  con- 
firmed one  person  after  the  second  lesson,  preached  and  admin- 
istered the  Holy  Communion.  Preached  again  in  the  evening. 
I  deeply  regret  that  this  important  field  is  still  unoccupied.  It 
is  a  position  which  requires  special  qualifications,  and  I  liave  felt 
that  too  much  care  could  not  be  taken  to  secure  its  proper  supply, 

Tuesday,  March  14th,  in  the  Chapel  of  St.  Mary^s  School. 
Raleigh,  I  read  Evening  Prayer  and  made  an  address. 

Wednesday,  March  15th,  left  Raleigh  to  enter  upon  mv 
Spring  Visitation. 

Tliursday,  March  16th,  in  St.  Timothy^s  Church,  Wilson,  after 
Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  S.  Bronson,  I  preached,  confirmed  four 
persons,  addressed  them  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

Friday,  March  17th,  in  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Rocky 
Mount,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Bronson  and 
Walter  J.  Smith,  I  preached,  confirmed  four  persons,  addressed 
them  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

Fourth  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  19th,  in  Church  of  the  Advent, 
Enfield,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  A.  S.  Smith,  I  preached, 
confirmed  five  persons,  addressed  them  and  administered  the 
Holy  Communion. 

Tuesday,  March  21st,  in  St.  Clemenfs  Church,  Ringicood,  Rev. 
Dr.  Smith  conducted  the  service,  I  preached,  confirmed  three 
persons  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

Thursday,  March  23d,  in  St.  Mar¥s  Church,  Halifax,  I 
preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Smith  assisting  in  the  service. 
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Friday,  March  24th,  in  Grace  Church,  Weldon,  I  preached 
and  confirmed  one  person,  from  Emmanuel  Parish,  Warrenton, 
tlie  Rev.  Mr.  Higgs  assisting  in  the  service.  A  very  heavy  rain 
was  falling  at  the  hour  of  service,  which  produced  so  much  dis- 
ap])ointment,  that  I  promised  them  another  service  when  I  passed 
through  Weldon  again,  after  my  visit  to  Jackson. 

Fifth  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  26th,  in  St.  Barnabas'  Church, 
3Iurfreesboro,  I  conducted  the  service,  preached,  and  administered 
the  Holy  Communion.  I  was  much  gratified  to  see  the  improve- 
ments which  had  been  made  in  the  building  since  my  last  visit. 
When  these  improvements  are  completed,  and  the  church  is 
neatly  painted,  it  will  present  a  most  attractive  appearance. 
The  little  flock  here  seem  full  of  zeal,  and  if  arrangements  can 
only  be  made  to  provide  regular  ministrations,  a  most  gratifying 
increase  may  be  very  confidently  anticipated. 

I  also  baptized  an  infant  in  private,  and  then  left  for  Winton, 
where,  in  St.  John^s  Church,  I  conducted  the  Evening  Service 
and  preached. 

Monday,  March  27th,  at  a  private  house,  baptized  an  infant. 

Tuesday,  March  28th,  in  St.  Mary\s,  Gatesville,  after  Morning 
Prayer  by  Rev.  J.  A.  Weston,  I  preached  and  administered  the 
Holy  Communion. 

Wednesday,  March  29th,  in  St.  Peter\s  Church,  Gates  county, 
I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  in 
the  service  by  Rev.  Mr.  Weston. 

Friday,  March  31st,  in  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  Hertford, 
Rev.  Messrs.  Weston  and  Drane  assisted  in  the  service,  and  I 
pleached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  At  night  I 
preached  again  and  confirmed  two  persons. 

Sunday  before  Easter,  April  2d,  in  Christ  Church,  Elizabeth 
City,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Kiernan,  I  preached 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  At  night  preached 
again,  confirmed  eight  persons  and  addressed  them. 

Monday,  April  3d,  in  *S'^.  John^s  Church,  Newbeyan  Creek,  Mr. 
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Kienian  said  Mornino-  Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  administered 
the  Holy  Communion. 

I  returned  the  same  evening  to  Elizabeth  City,  and  left  the 
next  morning  by  rail  for  Edenton,  and  thence  by  steam-boat  to 
Plymouth.  The  increased  railway  facilities,  which  are  now  so 
rapidly  developing  in  our  State,  are  already  giving  great  relief 
from  the  fatigues  hitherto  attendant  upon  visitations  through  the 
Diocese.  A  few  more  years  of  such  progress,  and  the  different 
sections  of  the  State  will  be  drawn  closely  together,  and  the 
labour  attendant  upon  reaching  our  Parishes,  will  be  materially 
lessened. 

Wednesday,  April  oth,  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Washington 
county,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  L.  Eboru,  I  preached  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

Thursday,  April  6th,  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Columbia, 
Tyrrell  county,  Mr.  Eborn  conducted  the  service  and  I  preached. 
Good  Friday,  April  7th,  in  St.  DaiicTs  Church,  Washington 
coimty,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  L.  Eborn,  I  preached, 
confirmed  two  persons  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 
The  return  of  Mr.  Eborn  to  the  rectorship  of  this  Parish  has 
given  great  comfort  and  encouragement  to  the  congregation,  who 
were  all  strongly  attached  to  him.  If  he  can  only  find  a 
re-awakened  zeal  and  an  earnest  spirit  of  co-operation,  I  have 
little  doubt  that  the  progress  and  prosperity  of  the  Parish  will 
be  greatly  advanced. 

Easter  Day,  April  9th,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Edenton,  after 
Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  R.  B.  Drane,  I  preached,  confirmed 
five  persons,  addressed  them  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. Our  Easter  joy  was  somewhat  dulled,  in  the  early 
morning,  by  the  threatening  aspect  of  the  sky;  but  later,  appear- 
ances were  much  more  encouraging,  and  the  day  proved  quite  a 
pleasant  one.  The  church  was  very  beautifully  and  appropri- 
ately decorated  with  those  flowers,  which  seem  the  special  emblems 
of  the  resurrection,  while  the  sacred  services  were  full  of  bright- 
ness and  interest. 
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At  night  I  officiated  in  St.  John^s  Chapel,  erected  for  the 
benefit  of  the  coloured  j)eo|)le.  There  was  a  very  large  and 
attentive  congregation.  Mr.  Drane,  who  takes  a  very  deep 
interest  in  this  work,  conducted  the  service  and  I  preached,  con- 
firmed four  persons  and  addressed  them. 

Here  let  me  say,  that  in  all  our  Parishes  I  think  the  Clergy 
should  feel  it  incumbent  upon  them  to  do  what  they  can  to  guide 
and  instruct  these  too  much  neglected  people,  and  seek  to  bring 
them  under  the  sober  and  elevating  influence  of  an  enlightened 
Christianity.  Where  this  interest  is  taken,  there  will  always  be 
a  ready  response  on  the  part  of  those  who  never  fail  to  appreciate 
this  interest  and  sympathy.  And,  in  this  connection,  I  may  fitly 
speak  of  another  matter,  to  which  I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of 
both  tlie  Clero^v  and  the  Laitv.  I  do  not  think  there  is  a  suf- 
ficient  recognition  of  our  duty  to  extend  a  knowledge  of  the 
Church  and  its  teachings  in  the  outlying  districts  around  our 
Parish  Churches.  There  is  the  danger  of  feeling  that  we  have 
no  responsibility  except  for  those  who  may  have  attached  them- 
selves to  our  congregations.  Now  surely  this  is  an  utter  mistake. 
It  tends  to  foster  a  very  narrow  spirit  of  Congregationalism,  and 
make  us  unmindful  of  that  great  aggressive  principle,  which  is 
one  of  the  first  elements  of  Christianity.  Both  the  Clergy  and 
the  peo})le  should  try  to  do  what  they  can  to  carry  tlie  Gospel 
out  into  the  rural  districts.  Services  might  easily  be  held,  if  not 
on  Sundays,  at  least  occasionally  on  week-day  nights,  in  such 
l)uildings  as  might  be  secured  for  the  purpose,  and  I  feel  quite 
sure  that  no  such  efforts  would  ever  fail  of  producing  the  most 
encouraging  results. 

I  left  Edeiiton  on  Easter  Monday,  and  crossed  over  to  Ply- 
mouth, and  on  Tuesday,  Aj)ril  11th,  in  Grace  Churchy  after 
Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Drane,  I  preached  and  adminis- 
tered the  Holy  Communion.  I  preached  again  in  the  evening, 
assisted  in  the  service  by  Rev.  Mr.  Drane.  This  Parish  has 
been  for  some  time  without  a  Rector,  and  tiie  Vestry  are  very 
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anxious  to  secure  the  services  of  a  faithful  and  zealous  Clergy- 
man. It  is  i)roposecl  to  unite  with  this  Parish  St.  Luke's 
Church,  and  also  the  Missions  at  Murfreeshoro  and  Winton. 
There  is  here  a  large  and  interesting  field,  and  one  full  of^  en- 
couragement. 

Thursday,  April  13th,  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Innocents, 
Bertie  county,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Wootten,  I 
preached,  confirmed  three  persons,  addressed  them  and  adminis- 
tered the  Holy  Communion. 

Friday,  April  14th,  in  St.  Thomas^  Church,  Windsor,  Mr. 
Wootten  said  Morning  Prayer,  I  preached,  confirmed  two  {per- 
sons and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  Preached  again 
in  the  evening. 

First  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  16th,  in  Grace  Church, 
Woodmlle,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Wootten,  I 
preached,  confirmed  one  person  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. 

Monday,  April  17,  in  Memorial  Chapel,  Roxohel,  Messrs. 
Wootten  and  Price  conducted  the  service.  I  preached,  confirmed 
two  persons,  addressed  them  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. 

Tuesday,  April  IcSth,  in  the  Church  of  our  Saviour,  Jackson, 
the  Rev.  Gilbert  Higgs  conducted  the  service  and  I  preached. 

At  night,  in  Grace  Church,  Weldon,  Rev.  Dr.  Smith  and  Mr. 
Higgs  conducted  the  service  and  I  preached. 

Thursday,  April  20th,  in  St.  John^s  Church,  Faison,  after 
Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Dame  and  Windley,  I  preached, 
confirmed  one  person  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 
This  was  the  first  time  I  had  held  service  in  this  new  and  well- 
ordered  church.  It  is  very  nearly  comj)leted,  and  I  have  reason 
to  believe  that  everything  will  be  put  in  good  condition  during 
the  summer,  so  that  by  autumn  it  will  be  ready  for  consecration. 

Friday,  April  21st,  in  a  hall  at  Clinton,  Mr.  Windley  read 
Morning  Prayer,  I  preached,  confirmed  one  person  and  admiu- 
13 
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istered  the  Holy  Communion.  Much  of  the  material  for  the 
new  church  building  was  on  the  ground,  and  it  will  he  urged 
on  as  far  as  the  means  they  have  will  allow,  so  soon  as  a  reliable 
contractor  can  be  secured  to  undertake  the  work.  One  who  had 
been  recommended  to  them  was  expected  to  visit  the  place  in  a 
few  days,  and  it  is  probable  that  before  this  time  the  contract  has 
been  given  out. 

Second  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  23d,  in  St.  John's  Churchy 
Wilmington,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  T.  D.  Pitts,  I 
preached,  confirmed  five  persons  and  addressed  them. 

In  the  afternoon,  at  St.  James'  Church,  after  Evening  Prayer 
by  Dr.  Watson,  Mr.  Pitts  and  Mr.  Meares,  I  confirmed  eight 
persons  and  addressed  them. 

At  night,  in  St.  PauVs  Church,  after  Evening  Prayer  by  Dr. 
Watson  and  Mr.  Morelle,  I  preached,  confirmed  five  persons  and 
addressed  them. 

Tuesday,  April  25th,  by  the  kind  courtesy  of  one  of  the  Gov- 
ernment officers,  an  arrangement  was  made  by  which  I  could 
reach  Smithville  in  time  for  the  service  and  return  the  same 
evening. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said,  in  St.  Philip's  Church,  by  Dr.  Wat- 
son and  Mr.  Meares,  and  I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion.  Arrangements  liave  been  made  for  the  resumption 
of  regular  services  here,  which  had  been  interrupted  for  several 
months. 

At  night,  in  St.  Mark's  Church,  Wilmington,  after  Evening 
Prayer  by  Dr.  Watson  and  Rev.  Messrs.  Ambler  and  Pitts,  I 
preached,  confirmed  twelve  persons  and  addressed  them. 

The  good  work  among  the  coloured  people,  under  the  charge 
of  Rev.  Mr.  Brady,  seems  to  be  going  on  in  a  very  encouraging 
way.  The  congregation  was  a  large  one,  and  a  very  deep  interest 
was  manifested. 

Wednesday,  April  26th,  I  preached  in  St.  Stephen's  Church, 
Goldsboro,  after  Evening  Prayer  by  Rev.  G.  ^Y.  Dame,  Jr.     I 
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was  much  j^jratified  to  hear  of  the  growing  and  prosperous  con- 
dition of  this  Parish.  The  Kev.  Mr.  Dame,  who  came  into  the 
Diocese  as  one  of  our  Evangeh'sts,  was  prevailed  on  to  under- 
take the  Rectorship  of  the  Parish.  He  has  been  very  cordially 
received,  and  has  aroused  a  new  zeal  and  energy  in  the  work  of 
the  Church.  The  congregations  have  been  materially  increased, 
and  active  steps  have  been  taken  to  improve  the  church  build- 
ing. A  handsome  slate  roof  has  replaced  the  decaying  shingle 
roof,  which  it  was  found  necessary  to  remove.  Other  improve- 
ments are  also  in  contemplation. 

With  this  service  in  Goldsboro,  the  first  part  of  my  visitation 
in  the  eastern  part  of  the  State  was  concluded,  and  the  remain- 
ing districts,  as  far  as  it  is  possible  to  do  so,  will  be  visited  after 
the  Convention. 

During  the  past  year  my  duties  have  been  unusually  heavy, 
and  they  have  been  increased  by  a  second  visit  to  quite  a  num- 
ber of  Parishes.  This  arose  from  my  desire  to  reach  those 
Parishes  at  an  earlier  day  than  I  was  able  to  do  last  year.  And 
more  than  this,  I  do  i>ot  think  it  at  all  necessary  that  every  out- 
post and  missionary  station  should,  as  a  matter  of  course,  receive 
an  animal  visitation.  In  very  many  cases  it  would  be  quite  suf- 
ficient if  they  were  reached  once  in  eighteen  months  or  two  years. 
Our  late  Bishop  remarked  to  me,  more  than  a  year  before  his 
death,  that  he  thought  we  were  doing  a  great  deal  of  unneces- 
sary work,  and  making  many  long  and  laborious  journeys, 
which  could  very  well  be  postponed.  If  you  can  only  have  two 
or  more  active  and  efficient  Evangelists,  occasional  visits  from 
them,  with  continued  services  for  tw^o  or  three  days,  in  each  mis- 
sionary station  which  is  visited,  will  accomplish  far  more  for  the 
Church  than  simply  an  annual  visit  from  the  Bishop.  And 
then,  when  he  does  pay  a  visit,  he  will  be  likely  to  have  some- 
thing more  to  do  than  merely  to  preach  a  sermon. 

From  Goldsboro,  I  returned  to  Raleigh,  and  on  the  third  Sun- 
day after  Easter,  April  30th,  in  St.  Augustine^s  Church,  I  held 
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an  ordination  and  admitted  to  the  Diaconate  William  R.  Harris 
and  Hannibal  S.  Henderson,  who  had  been  prepared  for  Holy 
Orders  under  the  instruction  of  the  Principal  of  St.  Augustine's 
Normal  School.  He  also  presented  them  for  ordination.  Morn- 
ing Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Bennett  Smedes,  and  after  the 
second  lesson,  I  confirmed  sixteen  persons  and  addressed  them. 
I  also  preached  the  sermon  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. 

At  night  I  visited  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  and  after 
Evening  Prayer  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  E.  R.  Rich  and  J.  E.  C. 
Smedes,  I  preached,  confirmed  ten  persons  and  addressed  them. 
Fourth  Sunday  after  Easter,  May  7th,  in  Christ  Church, 
Raleigh,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.  Marshall  and  Rev. 
J.  E.  C.  Smedes,  I  preached,  confirmed  twelve  persons,  addressed 
them  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  in  St.  Mary's  Chapel,  after 
Evening  Prayer  by  Rev.  Bennett  Smedes,  I  confirmed  eleven 
pupils  of  St.  Mary's  School  and  addressed  them. 

This  brings  down  the  record  of  services  to  the  present  week. 
In  nearly  all  those  portions  of  the  Diocese  which  I  have 
visited  since  the  last  Convention,  I  have  found  much  tOfafPord 
encouragement.  There  is,  indeed,  in  no  quarter  any  great  and 
rapid  advances,  but  there  is  steady  and  decided  progress. 
Increased  interest,  too,  is  shown  in  the  condition  of  the  church 
buildings,  and  efforts  are  widely  extended  in  the  direction  of 
real  and  tasteful  improvements.  All  these  signs  are  valuable,  as 
indicating  a  higher  appreciation  of  what  we  owe  to  God,  and  a 
loving  care  for  whatever  is  associated  with  His  honour.  Mean 
and  dilapidated  buildings,  churches  left  in  an  untidy  and  neg- 
lected condition,  show  plainly  how  little  God  is  in  the  hearts  of 
the  people,  and  how  little  interest  they  feel  in  what  ought  to  hold 
the  first  place  in  their  affections.  Hence  I  find  no  little  satisfac- 
tion in  this  growing  appreciation  of  the  "beauty  of  holiness." 
"Lord,  I  have  loved  the  habitation  of  thine  house,  and  the  place 
where  thine  honour  dwelleth." 
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The  sii miliary  of  services  for  tlie  past  year  is  as  follows:  I 
have  visited  ninety-eight  Parishes  and  Missionary  Stations — 
nearly  twenty  of  them  twice.  I  have  preached  on  one  hundred 
and  thirty-nine  occasions,  and  have  delivered  forty-six  addresses; 
I  have  baptized  nine  infants  and  two  adults;  have  confirmed 
three  hundred  and  twenty-one  persons;  have  administered  the 
Holy  Communion  on  seventy-six  occasions;  have  consecrated 
four  churches;  have  ordained  seven  Deacons  and  three  Priests.

Mr.  Jackson  was  received  from  the  Diocese  of  Maryland,  and 
was  with  us  only  a  few  months.  In  the  removal  of  Rev.  Dr. 
Patterson,  we  have  parted  with  one  very  long  identified  with  the 
Diocese,  and  very  widely  esteemed.  He  was  one  of  our  Exam- 
ining Chaplains,  and  I  have  appointed  in  his  place  the  Rev. 
Thomas  M.  Ambler.

The  number  of  Clergy  now  canonical ly  resident  in  the  Diocese 
is  seventy-three,  viz. :  the  Bishop,  fifty-three  Priests  and  nineteen 
Deacons,  a  larger  number  than  we  have  ever  had  l^efore;  and 
yet  we  are  sadly  in  need  of  several  others  to  supply  the  many 
vacant  districts  which  are  still  i>n provided  for.  And  with  the 
natural  growth  and  extension  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese, 
there  will  be  needed  a  continually  increasing  supply  of  Clergy- 
men. Among  the  multitudes  of  young  men  who  are  growing 
up  in  our  midst,  how  few  seem  to  have  their  hearts  and  thoughts 
directed  to  the  holy  ministry.  The  varied  learned  professions 
are  all  overcrowded,  and  every  avenue  to  successful  fields  of 
enterprise   is   filled    with  anxious  aspirants,  while  that  calling

which  is  the  highest  and  noblest  which  can  enlist  the  energies  of 
men,  finds  few  who  are  willing  to  enter  upon  it.  Now,  is  there 
not  a  neglect  on  the  part  of  parents  in  this  respect  ?  Do  they 
endeavour  to  lead  their  sons  in  this  direction?  Do  they  seek  to 
impress  them  with  a  proper  sense  of  God's  claims  upon  them, 
and  the  high  privilege  of  labouring  for  the  advancement  of  His 
kingdom?  If  these  sacred  and  all-important  interests  filled  a 
larger  place  in  the  thoughts  and  affections  of  those  who  profess 
and  call  themselves  Christians,  surely  we  should  see  the  fruit  of 
it  in  a  much  larger  ingathering  into  the  ranks  of  Christ's 
ministers.  Alas !  in  that  love  of  the  world  and  deep  devotion 
to  its  hopes  and  promises,  which  seems  to  be  gaining  such  an 
ascendency  in  the  hearts  of  the  young,  what  place  is  left  for  those 
noble,  spiritual  yearnings,  to  which  the  Psalmist  gave  utterance, 
when  he  cried  out  "If  I  forget  thee,  O  Jerusalem,  let  my  right 
hand  forget  her  cunning;  yea,  if  I  prefer  not  Jerusalem  above 
my  chief  joy." 

Since  the  nieeting  of  our  last  Convention,  the  Church  has  been 
called  to  mourn  the  loss  of  one  of  our  most  zealous  and  faithful 
Bishops,  Bishop  Kerfoot,  of  Pittsburg.  He  was  one  of  my  early 
friends,  and  for  many  years,  during  my  residence  in  Maryland, 
and  while  he  was  at  the  head  of  the  College  of  St.  James,  we 
were  most  intimately  associated.  For  the  past  twenty  years  I 
have  seen  little  of  him,  except  in  the  general  councils  of  the 
Church.  Possessed  of  more  than  ordinary  vigour  of  mind  and 
deep  fixedness  of  purpose,  he  worked  faithfully  and  zealously  in 
the  cause  of  his  Master.  For  several  years  past  he  has  been 
greatly  enfeebled  by  disease,  and  at  last,  quite  unex})ectedly  to 
us  all,  he  Avas  called  to  lay  down  his  sacred  office.  "  Be  ye  also 
ready,  for  in  such  an  hour  as  ye  think  not,  the  Son  of  Man 
coraeth." 

There  are  one  or  two  other  matters  about  which  I  desired  to 
address  you,  but  I  have  only  time  now  for  a  very  few  additional 
words. 
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Let  me  remintl  you  of  that  church-building  fund  which  it  has 
been  proposed  to  raise  before  the  next  General  Convention.  I 
know  there  are  not  many  among  us  who  are  able  to  give  largely 
to  this  object,  but  if  we  only  do  what  we  can,  and  show  our 
sympathy  with  the  scheme,  this  will  not  be  without  benefit  to 
the  object;  and  if  it  be  once  attained,  we  of  this  Diocese  may 
derive  from  it  very  substantial  advantages. 

And  again,  we  all  need  to  be  more  tlioroughly  alive  to  that 
missionary  work  which  the  Church  is  seeking  to  carry  forward, 
and  in  which  she  needs  the  sympathy  and  help  of  all  her  chil- 
dren. I  am  glad  to  know  that  an  effort  is  now  in  progress  to 
enlist  the  ladies  of  our  congregations  in  behalf  of  this  great 
cause.  By  this  means  very  much  may  be  accomplished.  More 
information  is  needed  among  us,  as  to  what  the  Church  is  attempt- 
ing. 1  shall  be  most  happy  to  give  my  hearty  approval  to  any 
judicious  plan  for  the  furtherance  of  this  object. 

Finally,  brethren,  the  time  is  short.  Let  us  awake  to  a  deeper 
sense  of  our  duties  and  responsibilities.  Let  the  Clergy  and  the 
Laity  realize  that  we  are  all  engaged  in  one  and  the  same  work. 
And  in  that  work  let  us  all  seek  to  be  actively  and  zealously 
occupied. 

And  may  the  good  Spirit  of  God  guide  and  direct  us  in  all 
our  plans  and  deliberations,  and  make  them  conducive  to  the 
upbuilding  of  His  kingdom  and  the  §lory  of  His  holy  name.

The  work  of  this  Parish  has  apparently  been  satisfactory  in  many  respects 
during  the  past  year.  The  services  generally  have  been  well  attended.  The 
Holv  Communion  is  celebrated  every  Sunday  during  the  Advent  and  Lenten 
seasons  and  on  all  High  Feast  days,  and  on  the  first  Sunday  in  each  month. 
Public  services  are  celebrated  three  times  during  the  week,  besides  Sunday 
services,  and  on  all  Holy  days;  twice  each  day  during  Lent  until  Holy  week, 
during  which  there  are  three  services  daily. 

In  the  above  financial  report  $800  of  the  amount  was  transferred  to  the 
Parish  by  the  executor  of  the  late  Bishop  Atkinson,  who  held  this  amount  in 
trust  for  a  late  communicant  of  the  Parish,  by  whom  it  was  left  as  a  legacy  for 
its  use. 

A  Church  Guild,  under  the  name  of  "  Holy  Cross  Guild,"  has  been  organ- 
ized and  done  eflective  work.  The  Guild  has  contracted  for  the  purchase  of  a 
building  to  be  used  as  a  Guild  house,  liospital  and  Parish  school,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  school  will  be  put  in  operation  during  the  coming  summer. 
The  Vestry  has  contracted  for  the  purchase  of  a  rectory  which  it  has  been 
erroneously  reported  in  former  Journals  was  possessed  by  the  Parish.  The 
funds  for  the  purchase  of  these  l)uildings  have  been  raised,  except  a  small 
portion,  and  the  securing  of  the  respective  pieces  of  property  will  l)e  accom- 
plished as  soon  as  the  deeds  can  be  properly  signed. 

For  St.  Cyprian's  Church,  a  Diocesan  Mission,  temporarily  under  charge  of 
the  Rector  of  this  Parish,  the  permanent  services  of  a  Deacon,  Rev.  P.  W\ 
Cassev,  has  been  secured.     Under  the  ministrations  of  Rev.  Mr.  Cassey  the 
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St.  Mary's,  Raleigh.     St.  Augustine's  Church  and  Norma/  School,  Raleigh. 

prospects  of  this  Mission  have  been  very  greatly  brightened.  Much  valuable 
work  has  been  done,  the  congregation  ranch  increased  and  the  interior  of  the 
church  greatly  improved.  The  most  important  work  in  this  Mission  is  that 
done  among  the  children,  there  being  a  large  Parish  school  and  Sunday-school 
in  operation.  And  probably  the  greatest  present  need  is  a  suitable  house  for 
the  day-school  and  a  fund  for  securing  a  regular  teacher  for  the  same.  The 
Holy  Communion  is  regularly  celebrated  in  this  Mission  by  the  Rector  of 
Christ  Church.

Having  three  other  churches  under  my  charge,  in  one  of  which  I  hold 
service  on  two  Sundays  in  each  month,  I  can  hold  a  day  service  in  Halifax  only 
when  a  fifth  Sunday  occurs.  Besides  these  I  hold  a  service  here  once  every 
month,  at  night.  Under  these  circumstances,  the  Church  here,  as  might  be 
supposed,  is  feeble.  Our  little  handful  of  ladies  have,  however,  by  their 
energy  and  perseverance,  raised  upwards  of  $130,  with  which  they  had  the 
interior  of  the  church  painted,  whitewashed  and  carpeted  ;  and  a  young  gen- 
tleman of  our  communion,  whose  grandfather  was  one  of  the  founders  of  this 
Church,  and  during  life  a  warm  and  generous  supporter  of  it,  has  aided  them 
in  their  efforts  at  improvement  by  having  the  chancel  floor  raised  and  pro- 
curing two  beautiful  chairs  for  it,  at  a  cost  of  $50  additional. 

Though  we  can  report  no  additions  to  our  conimunion,  yet  we  have  here 
quite  a  large  number  of  baptized  children  whom  we  are  training  up  in  Church 
principles,  and  we  confidently  look  forward  to  a  better  state  of  things  at  a  day 
not  far  distant.

I  have  been  for  some  time  past  assisted  in  the  services  and  Parish  work  by 
the  Rev.  A.  DeR.  Meares,  Deacon.  I  desire  here  to  acknowledge  my  ol>liga- 
tions  for  repeated  services  to  my  brethren  of  the  Clergy  of  the  city  of  Wil- 
mington; and  in  this  connection  I  would  specially  mention  the  Rev.  D. 
Morrelle. 

The  work  of  "St.  James'  Home"  Mission  has  gone  on  as  usual,  but  we  think 
with  increased  success,  three  members  of  the  Sisterhood  of  the  Good  Shepherd 
having  charge  of  it.  Since  their  coming  we  have  had  perpetual  reason  to  be 
thankful  that  in  God's  good  Providence  this  arrangement  was  made  possible. 
More  than  eighty  white  children  are  receiving  through  their  agency  the  rudi- 
ments of  a  thorough  secular  education,  and  both  on  Sundays  and  week  days 
religious  training.  The  attendance  on  Sunday  has  averaged  considerably  more 
than  100.  A  pleasing  incident  in  the  Parish  history  of  the  past  year  was 
the  presentation,  on  Easter,  to  the  Parish  by  the  children  of  the  two  Sunday- 
schools  of  a  very  handsome  alms  basin  of  solid  silver,  with  the  approi)riate 
legend.

We 
have  been  laboring  under  serious  difficulties  for  the  past  year,  owing  to  the 
loss  of  our  church  building  and  the  consequent  task  of  raising  funds  necessary 
for  erecting  another.

in  and  out  of  the  Diocese  (our  own  people  also  contributing  as  liberally  as 
their  means  would  allow),  still  we  find  ourselves  largely  deficient  in  the  amount 
necessary  to  relieve  us  of  this  difficulty.

REPORT  OF  REV.  N.  COLLIN  HUGHES,  DEAN  OF  THE  CONVO- 
CATION OF  EDENTON. 

PvL  Reverend  Theodore  B.  Lyman,  I).  I).,  Bishop  of  North  Carolina  : 

Rt.  Rev.  and  Dear  Sir: — During  the  past  Conventional  year  five  regular 
sessions  of  tlie  Convocation  of  Edenton  have  been  held  :  In  May,  at  St.  John's 
Chnrch,  Pitt  county ;  in  August,  at  St.  Peter's  Church,  Washington  ;  in  Octo- 
ber, at  St.  Martin's  Church,  Hamilton  ;  in  January,  1882,  at  Grace  Church, 
Plymouth;  in  April,  at  Holy  Trinity  Church,  Hertford.  From  six  to  ten  of 
the  Clergy  have  been  present  at  each  Convocation.  The  attendance  on  the 
part  of  the  laity  has  been  very  imperfect.  The  public  services,  however, 
especially  on  Sundays,  have  been  participated  in  by  large  and  interested  con- 
gregations. 

Besides  the  discussion  of  many  subjects  of  practical  interest  during  the 
sessions  of  Convocation,  co-operative  labor  has  been  undertaken,  in  order  to 
the  carrying  forward  of  two  most  important  enterprises:  First,  the  fostering 
of  a  Church  school  for  boys  and  girls  at  Chocowinity  ;  secondly,  special 
mission  work  within  the  limits  of  the  Convocational  District.  For  the- latter 
object,  between  four  and  five  hundred  dollars  have  been  pledged.  Little 
difficulty  is  anticipated  in  securing  the  balance  to  make  up  a  salary  of  six 
hundred  dollars,  provided  a  suitable  person  can  be  found  to  do  the  work  of  an 
Evangelist. 


REPORT  OF  THE  REV.  W.  S.  BYNUM,  EVANGELIST. 

Rl.  Rev.  T.  B.  Lyman,  Raleigh,  N.  C.  : 

Rt.  Rev.  and  Dear  Sir: — During  that  portion  of  the  Conventional  year 
covered  by  the  report  now  made  under  your  instructions,  I  traversed  in  great 
part  the  counties  of  Cleveland,  Rutherford,  Polk,  Madison,  Yancey,  Mitchell, 
Ashe  and  Watauga,  and  rendered  some  services  also  in  Haywood,  Henderson, 
Buncombe,  Lincoln,  Gaston,  Mecklenburg,  Guilford,  Forsythe,  Stokes,  Ala- 
mance and  Richmond. 
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Report  of  Rev.  W.  S.  By  num. 


The  work  to  which  yon  assigned  me  is  or  such  tentative  cliaracter,  and  the 
time  so  brief  since  it  was  begun,  that,  as  yet,  I  can  go  little  beyond  a  simple 
summary  of  what  has  been  observed: 

1.  It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  note  the  cordial  reception  accorded  me  in  my 
representative  capacity,  not  only  by  scattered  Church  folk,  but  by  all  sorts  and 
conditions  of  men  as  well. 

2.  In  the  tier  of  counties  visited  there  came  before  me  not  a  few  evidences 
that  dry-rot  is  at  the  heart  of  those  systems  most  antagonistic  to  the  Church. 
Notwithstanding  galvanized  life  here  and  there,  a  crumbling  to  pieces  of  sec- 
tarianism seems  imminent.  Confessions  of  failure  and  of  inherent  weakness 
in  their  particular  sects  were  not  infrequently  heard  from  earnest  men,  hitherto 
leaders  and  preachers  in  these  bodies.  Admissions  are  likewise  made,  and  a 
clear  consciousness  on  all  hands  shown,  of  the  utter  hollowness  of  methods  once 
sincerely  believed  in. 

3.  The  obvious  dissatisfaction  and  yearning  for  a  more  really  comfortable 
religion  and  firmer  foundations  of  ftiith,  will  find  explanation,  perhaps,  in  the 
prevalence  of  very  dim  notions  about  the  Holy  Ghost,  the  Comforter,  and  a 
corresponding  ignorance  regarding  the  Body  through  which  His  graces  are 
administered.  Plain  proclamation  of  the  unchanging  creed,  of  sacraments 
that  are  an  "extension  of  the  incarnation,"  and  of  the  Church  herself  as  the 
very  "Gospel  visibly  organized."  This  preaching  inclines  many  towards  the 
old  paths  for  sorely  needed  and  sincerely  sought  rest  and  peace. 

4.  But  much  depends  on  our  promptness  in  embracing  present  opportunities. 
The  transition  is  easy  from  the  existing  conditions  to  more  malignant  forms  of 
fanaticism.  At  various  points  Adventists  and  Mormons  were  finding  little 
difficulty  in  making  converts  of  those  who  had  been  left  practically  creedless, 
led  to  rely  on  the  quicksands  of  shifting  feelings,  and  substantially  taught 
(quoting  their  own  quaint  phrases)  that  religion  is  "getting  through"  or 
"going  under  the  water."  Just  across  the  South  Carolina  line,  near  King's 
Mountain,  I  was  told,  an  entire  Baptist  congregation  had  joined  the  Mormons, 
and  individual  instances  of  this  folly  were  brought  to  my  attention  in  several 
neighborhoods  of  our  own  western  counties. 

5.  It  has  seemed  to  me  best  and  wisest  to  avoid  all  controversy,  and  content 
myself  with  the  simple,  straightforward  statement  of  catholic  truths.  So  far 
as  I  can  judge,  this  principle  of  action  is  far  better  than  to  declaim  against 
errors,  however  pernicious.  Wherever  there  was  anything  in  common 
between  catholic  faith  and  sectarianism,  I  have  tried  to  begin  with  that,  and 
then  to  develop  from  this  starting-point  as  much  as  I  could  of  the  "whole 
counsel  of  God."     Some  experience  approves  this  course  to  my  judgment. 

6.  I  am  able  to  bear  this,  to  me,  specially  gratifying  testimony :  Wiienever 
ray  duties  led  me  into  fields  already  opened  up  by  our  Clergy,  it  was  impos- 
sible not  to  see  with  what  reverent  esteem  they  were  regarded  by  all  the 
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people.  I  may  here  express  a  grafeful  sense  of  personal  obligation  to  Rev. 
Drs.  Buxton  and  Bnel  for  kindly  counsel,  and  to  Rev.  Messrs.  Win.  R.  Wet- 
more,  T.  A.  Morris,  F.  J.  Murdoch,  E.  A.  Osborne,  F.  L.  Bush,  J.  B.  Cheshire, 
Jr.,  and  George  H.  Bell  for  brotherly  sympathy  and  ready  help,  which  greatly 
lightened  the  labors  required  of  me. 

7.  Endeavoring  to  make  effective  a  comparatively  untried  plan,  I  may  be 
pardoned  for  saying  it  was  my  freely  expressed  opinion,  from  tlie  outset,  that 
Evangelists  ought  to  go  out,  according  to  the  Scripture  rule,  two  and  two 
together.  Through  the  goodness  of  ray  Rev.  Brother  George  H.  Bell  I  had 
opportunity  to  test  this  method  slightly.  My  opinion  of  its  perfect  utility  and 
great  advantage  over  all  other  schemes  of  work  seemed  to  me  fully  confirmed, 
and  has  now  become  a  settled  conviction. 

8.  There  is  another  patent  defect  in  present  arrangements,  which  I  am  con- 
strained to  mention.  The  efforts  of  our  Evangelist  must  often  be  wholly  in 
vain  unless  followed  up  by  constant  ministrations.  It  seems  at  least  questiona- 
ble kindness  to  awaken  in  men  yearnings  it  is  not  designed  to  gratify,  and  after 
rousing  them  to  a  sense  of  deep  needs,  to  go  off  and  leave  them  as  destitute  as 
before  of  regular  instruction  and  comfort.  From  reports  by  letters,  written  on 
the  spot,  you  are  aware  how  fully  impressed  I  was  with  tiie  belief  of  decided 
awakenings  and  extraordinary  openings  vouchsafed  to  the  Church  in  certain 
counties.  I  pleaded  for  these  places,  that  some  one  might  be  sent  often  to  them. 
It  was  bitter  grief  to  me,  and  a  sore  trial  to  yourself,  that  this  request  could 
not  be  granted  for  lack  of  men. 

9.  It  is  only  fair  to  state  further,  that  I  cannot  tell  what  lodgment  was  made 
in  the  minds  and  hearts  of  those  to  whom  I  had  the  privilege  of  preaching. 
At  an  early  day  I  purpose  to  revisit  every  point  hitherto  reached,  and  seek 
opportunity  to  judge  what  good,  if  any,  resulted  from  former  labors.  I  am 
encouraged  by  letters  and  messages  received  urging  me  to  come  again,  and 
asking  for  books  and  means  of  information.  I  have  also  been  asked,  in  some 
instances,  to  baptize  little  ones. 

10.  This  leads  me  to  say  I  have  given  myself  almost  entirely  to  preaching, 
and  wherever  feasible  left  other  ministerial  duties  in  the  hands  of  brethren 
able  and  willing  to  execute  every  function  of  their  holy  office.  What  fruit 
has  been  or  may  be  gathered  from  the  seed  I  have  striven  to  "sow  beside  all 
waters"  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  report.  Nor  can  I  even  state  the  number 
of  services  held.  Often  I  have  been  able  to  preach  twice,  and  even  three 
times  a  day,  at  points  ten,  twenty  and  thirty  miles  apart.  The  short  periods 
of  rest  permitted  me  have  been  spent  mainly  in  preparation  for  further  work, 
and  in  helping  brethren  who  had  rightful  claims  upon  some  portion  of  my 
official  time.  I  baptized  persons  in  three  households  and,  "besides,  I  know 
not  whether  I  have  baptized  any  other."

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REPORT  OF  THE  REV.  CHAS.  J.  CURTIS,  MISSIONARY,  AND 
EDITOR  OF  ''THE  CHURCH  MESSENGER." 

Since  the  las^t  Convention  I  liave  eontinued  in  the  charge  and  editorship  of 
The  Cliurch  Messenger.  Tiie  publication  of  the  paper  was  conducted  at  Winston, 
N.  C,  until  January,  1882,  when  it  was  removed  to  Durham,  N.  C,  where  it 
is  still  going  on.  The  sphere  of  ministerial  work  in  connection  with  this 
paper  is  constantly  and  rapidly  widening  through  the  increase  of  its  circula- 
tion. 

Before  leaving  Winston  I  conducted  or  assisted  in  the  services  at  W^inston 
and  adjacent  points.  Since  removing  to  Durham  I  have  been  regularly  carry- 
ing on  the  Parochial  missionary  work  there  and  at  Flat  River. 

In  AVinston  I  baptized  one  adult  and  two  children.  In  Durham  I  have 
officiated  at  one  marriage. 

At  Flat  River  I  report  three  communicants. 


THE  REV.  ARM  AND  DeR.  MEARES  REPORTS  AS  FOLLOWS: 

Since  my  ordination  to  the  Diaconate  in  February,  I  have  been  assisting 
Rev.  Dr.  A.  A.  Watson  at  St.  James',  Wilmington. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Bishop,  arrangements  have  been  made  by  which  I 
give  monthly  services  at  Burgaw  and  Swithville. 

At  Burgaw  I  have  baptized  one  adult,  one  infant,  and  buried  one  infant. 


THE  REV.  DANIEL  MORRELLE  REPORTS: 

During  the  past  Conventional  year  I  have  assisted  regularly  in  the  services 
at  St.  Paul's,  Wilmington,  and  have  occasionally  held  services  and  preached 
in  the  other  churches  in  the  town.

KEPORT  OF  THE  REV.  W.  J.  SMITH. 

Since  the  last  Convention  I  have  continued  to  assist  the  Rector  of  Calvary 
Church,  Tarboro,  during  which  time  my  oflBcial  acts  have  been  as  follows  : 
Baptisms — adults  2;  infants  3;  burials  4,  all  of  which  are  included  in  the 
report  of  the  Rector  of  the  Parish. 

On  the  second  Sunday  in  December  I  held  service  in  the  afternoon  in 
Cherry's  Hall,  eight  miles  from  town,  and  I  have  since  then  held  service  at 
the  same  place  on  the  fourth  Sunday  of  each  month.  The  people  living  in 
the  neighborhood  of  the  Hall  are  intelligent  and  prosperous,  and  they  seem 
to  feel  great  interest  in  this  effort  to  give  them  the  services  of  the  Church.  On 
the  second  Sunday  in  January  a  Sunday-school  was  opened  by  a  lady  member 
of  the  Church  with  eight  or  nine  pupils,  and  it  now  numbers  about  twenty, 
four  of  whom  are  children  of  the  Church.  Much,  if  not  most,  of  the  interest 
manifested  in  this  little  mission  is  due  to  the  earnest,  self-sacrificing  spirit  of 
the  lady  above  mentioned,  and  if  her  efforts  continue  to  be  blest  in  the  future 
as  they  have  been  heretofore,  it  may  not  be  long  before  we  shall  be  worship- 
ing in  a  chapel  of  our  own.

PERMANENT    ICPISCOPAL   FUND. 

The  unpaid  Notes  and  Subscriptions  belonging  to  this  Fund  remaining  «-n 
hand,  were  turned  over  for  collection  and  settlement,  to  Rev.  Edwd.  Wootten, 
appointed  by  the  Finance  Committee,  Special  Agent  for  that  purpose,  under  a 
resolution  of  the  last  Convention. 

The  account  shows  that  the  sum  of  ^927.95  has  been  received  through 
Mr.  Wootten,  ai'd  he  will  doubtless  report  to  the  Convention,  as  to  the 
prospect  of  making  further  collections. 

The  income  from  the  investments  of  this  Fund  has  amounted  to  $2  239.65  du- 
rrng  the  past  year,  which  has  been  carried  to  credit  of  the  Current  Episcopal 
and  Contingent  Fund,  being  ^444.64  jn  excess  of  the  income  of  the  previous 
year,  and  there  is  a  cash  balance  of  I1.373.67  drawing  5  per  cent  interest  in 
bank  waiting  a  suitable  opportunity  for  permanent  investment. 

FUND  FOR  EDUCATION  OF  CHILDREN  OF 
DECEASED  CLERGYMEN. 

The  amount  of  I300  in  cash  reported  last  year  as  on  hand  for  this  Fund,  has 
been  increased  by  the  tuU  payment  of  principal  and  interest  of  Mr.  Wilkes'  Note, 
and  by  interest  on  deposits  in  bank  to  S2.358.35,  nearly  all  of  which  has  been 
invested,  as  ordered  by  the  Convention,  in  a  Permanent  Fund,  now  amounting 
to  $2,500  at  6  per  cent  interest,  with  a  cash  balance  of  I77.44  on  hand. 

For  particulars  as  to  collections  and  investments  for  the  above  two  Perma- 
nent Funds,  during  the  past  year,  the  Treasurer  respectfully  refers  to  the  ac- 
counts herewith  submitted.

FUND  FOR  RELIEF  OF  DISABLED  CLERGYMEN  AND 
WIDOWS  &  ORPHANS  OF  DECEASED  CLERGYMEN. 

This  Fund,  heretofore  represented  by  a  Note  of  Mr.  John  Wilkes  for  $1,510.56 
was  derived  from  two  bequests  which  came  into  posession  of  the  Diocese  some- 
time during  the  fiscal  year  i867-'68,  as  stated  in  the  report  for  that  ye.xr  of  Mr. 
John  Wilkes,  Treasurer — viz  : 

From  the  estate  of  Mrs  Mary  E.  Chapeau,  (being  the  same  estate  from  which  a 
like  amoui.t  was  derived  for  the  Fund  for  Education  of  children  of  deceased 

Clergymen,) 940.00 

and  from  the  Estate  of  Miss  Henrietta  Urquhart,  of  Wilmington,  N.  C. 
through  Rev.  Dr.  W\itson 225  00 

Making  a  total  of $1,165.00 

which,  with  $345.56  interest  at  8  per  cent,  for  3  years  and  8}4  months,  amounted 
to  $1,510.56,  for  which  Mr.  Wilkes'  Note  was  given  September  20th.  1871. 

A  payment,  of  $131.20,  was  made  January  22d.  1875  on  account  of  the  Note 
and  the  amount  was  appropriated  by  the  late  Bishop  Atkinson  to  the  relief  of 
Rev.  S.  W.  Kennedy,  then  a  disabled  Presbyter  of  this  Diocese,  residing  m 
South  Carolina. 

A  small  balance,  of  $1.99,  due  Mr.  Wilkes  on  another  transaction,  Feby.  14 
1882,  was  by  his  direction,  applied  to  the  same  note,  and  is  now  at  credit  of  this

ARTICLE  I. 

The  Church  in  this  Diocese  accedes  to  and  adopts  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America,  as  set  forth  in  General  Convention  thereof, 
and  acknowledges  its  authority  accordingly. 


ARTICLE  11. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  de- 
termined by  the  next  preceding  Convention,  or,  in  the  event 
of  no  such  determination,  on  the  last  Wednesday  in  May,  at 
such  place  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  Bishop  and  Standing 
Committee. 

Sec.  2.  But  the  time  or  place  of  such  meeting  may  be 
changed,  or  special  Conventions  called,  by  the  Ecclesiastical 
Autliority  of  the  Diocese,  subject,  nevertheless,  to  such  canon- 
ical provisions  as  may  hereafter  be  made. 

Sec.  3.  Provided,  that  no  special  Convention  shall  be  called 
without  at  least  sixty  days'  notice,  which  notice  shall  be  pub- 
lished for  at  least  one  month  i;i  three  different  newspapers  of 
the  State,  and  shall  specify  the  business  and  purpose  for  which 
said  special  Convention  is  to  be  called,  and  upon  that  alone  it 
shall  act.

And  each  Vestry  shall  be  entitled  to  elect, 
in  addition,  four  alternate  delegates,  subject  to  the  same  quali- 
fications, who  shall  be  authorized,  in  the  order  of  their  elec- 
tion, to  fill  any  vacancy  that  may  occur  in  the  delegation 
originally  chosen:  Provided,  fhat  no  person,  clerical  or  lay, 
under  Ecclesiastical  censure,  publicly  declared  by  a  competent 
tribunal,  shall  be  admissible  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention  : 
Provided,  further,  that  no  person  shall  be  allowed  to  represent 
more  than  one  Parish  in  the  same  Convention. 

Sec.  5.  If  any  Parish  shall  neglect  or  decline  to  appoint 
delegates,  or  if  any  of  those  appointed  shall  neglect  or  be 
prevented  from  attending,  such  Parish  shall,  nevertheless,  be 
bound  by  the  acts  of  the  Convention.

ARTICLE  IV. 

Section  1.  The  Convention  shall  he  the  sole  judge  of  the 
election  of  its  own  members.  It  shall  have  power  to  adopt 
rules  of  order  for  its  own  government,  elect  officers  and  raise 
funds,  and  shall  also  have  such  other  legislative  powers  as 
may  he  necessary  and  proper  for  the  well-being  of  the 
Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  The  Convention  shall  have  no  power  to  pass  any 
Canon  infringing  the  Episcopal  Authority,  or  affecting  the 
spiritual  condition  of  the  Diocese,  against  the  express  dissent 
of  the  Bishop:  Provided,  that  said  dissent  shall  be  expressed 
at  that  or  the  ensuing  Annual  Convention. 

Sec.  3.  But  this  shall  not  prevent  the  Convention  from 
offering,  independently  of  the  Bishop,  resolutions  of  advice 
or  inquiry,  or  from  any  proceedings  necessary  for  the  purpose 
of  impeachment. 


ARTICLE  V. 

To  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  pur[)ose  of  ordinary  busi- 
ness, the  presence  of  one-third  of  all  the  Parochial  Clergy, 
and  of  delegates  from  ten  of  the  Parishes  entitled  to  repre- 
sentation in  the  Convention,  shall  be  necessary.  Any  less 
number  shall  be  competent  to  receive  reports  and  to  adjourn. 


ARTICLE  VI. 

Section  1.  Upon  any  question  before  the  Convention, 
when  it  may  be  required  by  any  one  Clerical  member,  or  by 
the  delegation  present  of  any  one  Parish,  the  two  orders  shall 
vote  separately.  And  in  all  cases  of  a  vote  by  orders,  each 
Clerical  member  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  and  each  dele- 
gation shall  also  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  and  a  concurrence  of

unanimously  ordered. 


ARTICLE  VII. 

Section  1.  The  Convention  shall  annually  elect  a  Presi- 
dent (who  shall  be  a  Presbyter  of  the  Diocese),  a  Secretary 
and  a  Treasurer. 

Sec.  2.  Should  there  at  any  time  be  no  such  election,  then 
the  officers  last  before  elected  shall  hold  over  till  such  election 
shall  be  had. 

Sec.  3.  Should  the  office  of  Secretary  or  that  of  Treasurer 
become  vacant,  by  death  or  otherwise,  at  any  time  preceding 
the  annual  election,  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  shall  be  em- 
powered to  appoint  some  person  to  fill  the  vacancy  till  such 
time  as  an  election  shall  be  had,  wdio  shall  be  competent  to 
all  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  office  as  if  regularly  elected 
thereto. 


ARTICLE  VIII. 

Section  1.  A  Standing  Committee  or  Council  of  Advice  to 
the  Bishop,  of  not  less  than  five  persons,  shall  be  annually 
elected  by  the  Convention.  A  majority  of  said  conmiittee 
shall  at  all  times  be  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese,  and  no  lay- 
man not  a  communicant  shall  be  a  member  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  The  Committee  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy 
that  may  occur  in  their  ow^n  body  between  the  annual  meet- 
ings of  the  Convention. 

Sec.  3.  When  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee 
shall  be  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority   of  the  Diocese,  and  as

such,  may  invite  the  temporary  services  of  other  Bishops,  and, 
for  due  cause,  may  change  the  time  or  place  of  the  annual 
meetings  of  the  Convention.  They  may  also  summon  special 
Conventions  when  there  is  no  Bishop,  and  shall  do  so  upon 
the  call  of  one-third  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  or  of  one- 
third  of  the  Parishes  in  union  with  the  Convention,  as  appear- 
ing upon  the  lists  of  the  Journal  last  before  published.  And

"  We,  the  undersigned,  do  hereby  consent  to  be  governed  by 
the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church,  as  set  forth  in 
General  Convention,  and  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of 
the  Church  in  this  Diocese":  Provided,  that  this  section  shall 
not  be  taken  to  infringe  upon  the  existing  customs  of  any 
already  organized  Parish. 

Sec.  4.  Any  Parish  ceasing  to  be  represented  in  the  Con- 
vention for  two  successive  years,  or  any  Parish  resisting  the 
authority  of  the  Convention,  may  be  suspended  from  the  right 
of  representation,  or  its  connection  with  the  Convention  be 
dissolved,  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  Parochial  Clergy, 
and  a  majority  of  delegates  from  at  least  twenty  Parishes. 
But  such  suspension  or  dissolution  shall  never  take  place 
without  previous  inquiry  by  a  committee  appointed  for  the  pur- 
pose, and  a  report  upon  the  facts  of  the  case;  nor  until  after 
thirty  days'  notice  to  the  Rector  or  Vestry,  or  in  case  there 
be  none,  then  to  some  member  of  the  Parish  in  default. 


ARTICLE  X. 

Section  1.  Any  Presbyter  regularly  called  to  the  charge  of 
a  Parish  and  entering  thereupon,  shall,  during  the  time  of 
such  charge,  be  held  to  be  the  Rector  of  said  Parish. 

Sec.  2.  The  Rector  is  recognized  as  having,  by  virtue  of 
his  office,  the  exclusive  regulation,  under  his  canonical  supe- 
riors, of  all  the  spiritual  concerns  of  the  Parish  ;  as  being 
entitled  at  all  times  to  have  access  to  the  church  building, 
and  to  open  the  same  for  the  services  or  instruction  of  this 
Church,  as  he  may  deem  pro})er;  to  call  meetings  of  the 
Vestry  or  congregation;  when  present,  to  preside  in  the 
same,  and,  in  case  of  a  tie,  to  give  the  casting  vote.

CANON  I. 

CHANGE   OF  TIME  OR  PLACE  OF   MEETING  OF   CONVENTION. 

Wlienever  the  prevalence  of  an  epidemic  or  contagious 
disease,  or  otlier  sufficient  cause,  shall  render  it  necessary,  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  may  change  the  place 
and  time  of  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Convention. 


CANON  II. 

LIST  OF  MEMBERS  OF  CONVENTION. 

Section  1. —  Clergy. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary, 
before  the  opening  of  the  Annual  Convention,  to  apply  to  the 
Ecclesiastical  A  uthority  for  a  correct  list  of  the  Clergy  entitled 
to  seats.  Such  list  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  said  title, 
and  from  it  the  Secretary  shall  prepare  tlie  roll  for  the  pur- 
j)ose  of  organization. 

Sec.  2. — Laity. — The  Secretaries  of  the  several  Parish

— Any  Clergyman  shall  be 
liable  to  presentment  and  trial  for  false  doctrine,  immorality, 
disorderly  conduct,  violation  of  the  rubrics,  of  the  Constitu- 
tion or  Canons  of  the  Church  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the 
Constitution  or  Canons  of  the  Church  of  this  Diocese. 

Such  presentment  shall  be  made  by  the  Vestry  of  the  Parish

Jr.  '81,  or  by  at  least  three  male  communicants  of  the  Diocese,  of  full 
age,  or  by  two  or  more  Presbyters,  who  shall  have  been  canon- 
ically  resident  therein  for  one  year. 

But  no  presentment  shall  be  made  in  any  case  of  any  oifence 
alleged  to  have  been  committed  more  than  three  years  before 
the  date  of  the  presentment:  Provided,  that  if  the  accused  be 
ccmvicted  of  the  alleged  oifence  in  a  civil  court,  presentment 
may  still  be  made  within  one  year  after  said  conviction. 

Said  presentment  shall  be  made  to  the  Bishop,  in  writing, 
with  the  names  of  the  })resenters  subscribed,  and  shall  dis- 
tinctly declare,  with  all  reasonable  specification  of  time  and 
circumstances,  the  nature  of  the  oifence  or  oifences  with  which 
the  said  Clergyman  may  be  charged. 

Sec.  2. — Public  Rumor. — But  although  no  such  present- 
ment be  made,  if  public  rumor  charge  any  Clergyman  with 
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Trial  of  Clergymen.      Constitution  of  Court,  &c. 


the  commission  of*  any  of"  the  offences  above  enumerated,  the 
Bishop  shall  appoint  two  or  more  Presbyters  to  investigate 
the  truth  of  such  rumor;  and  if  such  investigation  prove 
adverse  to  the  Clergyman  so  charged,  the  said  Presbyters  shall 
make  the  [)resentment  as  above,  according  to  the  form  and 
regulations  there  provided. 

The  presenters  shall,  in  all  cases,  assume  the  responsibility 
of  conducting  the  prosecution. 

Sec.  ^.—Service  of  Presentment— Constitution  of  Court,— 
Should  the  Bishop  be  of  opinion,  from  the  nature  of  the  charge 
or  charges  made,  that  the  presentment  contains  sufficient 
grounds  for  proceeding  to  trial,  he  shall  cause  a  copy  thereof 
to  be  forthwith  sent  to  the  accused.  He  shall  then  give  notice 
to  the  Standing  Committee,  who  thereupon  shall  select  seven 
Presbyters,  actually  and  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese, 
from  whom  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall^ 
in  writing,  call  upon  the  accused  to  elect  three.  But  in  case 
the  accused  refuse  or  neglect  to  make  such  election  within  ten 
days  after  due  notice  as  aforesaid,  the  Standing  Committee 
shall  make  the  said  election. 

The  three  Presbyters  so  elected  shall  constitute  a  court  for 
the  trial  of  the  accused,  and  shall  have  all  powers  necessary 
for  the  due  conducting  of  the  said  trial. 

Sec.  a.— Lay  Assessor.— T\\q  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  mem- 
ber of  the  legal  profession,  who  shall  also  be  a  communicant 
of  the  Church,  as  Assessor  to  the  Court,  to  advise  the  Court, 
if  requested,  upon  all  questions  of  law  which  may  arise  during 
the  trial. 

Sec  D.—Time  and  Place  of  Trial  and  Notice  Thereof— Tha 
Bishop  shall  appoint  a  time  and  place  of  trial,  and  shall  give 
at  least  thirty  days'  notice  of  the  same  to  the  members  of  the 
Court,  the  Assessor,  the  Presenters  and  the  Accused;  at  which 
time  and  place  the  Witnesses  also  shall   be  notified  to  attend.

Trial  of  Clergymen — Evidence,  Decision.  Record. 


Sec.  6. — Assembling  of  Court  and  Record  of  Proceedings. — 
The  Court  shall  assemble  at  the  time  and  place  appointed, 
and  shall  proceed  to  examine  fully  the  charges  ;  and  shall 
keep  an  accurate  record  of  all  their  proceedings  and  of  the 
evidence. 

Sec.  7. — Nature  of  Evidence  and  How  Given. — No  charge 
shall  he  considered  as  established,  unless  proved  by  two  wit- 
nesses, or  by  one  witness  and  corroborating  circumstances. 

Testimony  may  be  given  orally  before  the  Court,  or  in 
writing,  upon  interrogatories  and  cross-interrogatories,  to  be 
previously  filed  with  the  Secretary  or  Registrar  of  the  Court. 
Any  one  or  more  of  the  witnesses  may  be  examined  on  oath 
or  affirmation,  on  the  requisition  of  either  party. 

Sec.  8. — Decision  of  the  Court  and  the  Sentence. — A  unani- 
mous vote  of  the  Court,  on  one  or  more  of  the  charges,  shall 
be  necessary  to  the  conviction  of  the  accused;  and  if  their 
decision  be  adverse  to  the  accused  they  shall  proceed  to  deter- 
mine the  kind  and  degree  of  punishment  commensurate,  in 
their  opinion,  with  the  offence  or  offences  committed.  They 
shall  transmit  to  the  Bishop,  under  their  hand,  the  record  of 
their  proceedings.  The  judgment  of  the  Bishop  on  such 
decisions  shall  be  final,  except  that  he  shall  have  no  power 
to  increase  the  punishment  recommended  by  the  Court. 

Sec.  9.  Suspension,  or  any  heavier  sentence,  shall,  ipso 
facto,  sever  the  connection  of  the  Clergyman  with  his  Parish. 

Sec.  10. —  The  Record  to  be  Filed. — The  record  provided 
for  in  the  sixth  section  of  this  Canon,  together  with  the 
Bishop's  sentence  endorsed,  shall  be  preserved  among  the 
papers  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  11. — Notices. — For  the  purpose  of  any  notice  provided 
for  by  this  Canon,  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  serve  it  either  per- 
sonally or  by  leaving  a  copy  thereof  at  the  last  place  of  resi- 
dence of  the  accused.

Confession  of  Offence.     Renunciation  of  the  Doctrine. 

Sec.  \2.— Confession  of  an  Offence.—W hen  a  Clergyman 
shall  niak-e  confession  to  the  Bishop  of  tiie  commission  of  any 
of  the  offences  enumerated  in  the  first  section  of  this  Canon, 
the  Bishop  shall  proceed  to  inflict  such  ecclesiastical  censure, 
or  punishment,  uj)on  the  Clergyman  so  confessing,  as  he  (the 
Bishop)  shall  think  right. 

Sec.  is.— liemineiation  of  False  Doctrine.— In  the  case  of 
any  accusation  of  false  doctrine,  a  renuneiation  of  the  same,  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Bishop,  shall  stay  all  further  pro- 
ceedings.

JOURNALS    OF   THE   CONVENTION. 

The  Secretary  shall,  each  year,  preserve  thirty  copies  of  the 
Journal  for  the  use  of  the  members  of  the  next  ensuing  Con- 
vention. 


RULES   OF  ORDER 


I.  Upon  the  day  appointed,  the  Convention  shall  assemble  at  10  a.  m., 
for  the  purpose  of  organization.  The  presiding  oflBcer  shall  call  the 
Convention  to  order,  and  cause  the  roll  to  be  called;  whereupon,  should  a 
quorum  be  present,  the  Convention  shall  be  declared  organized. 

II.  After  Morning  Prayer,  the  Convention  shall  proceed  to  the  election 
of  a  President  and  a  Secretary. 

III.  The  Convention  shall  elect  a  Treasurer,  after  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance. 

IV.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless  otherwise 
ordered. 

V.  The  regular  committees  shall  be — 

The  Committee   on    the  State   of  the  Church,  to   consist   of  five 

persons. 
The  Committee  on  Elections. 
The  Committee  on  New  Parishes. 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  to  consist  each  of  three. 
The  said  committees  shall  be  appointed  at  as  early  a  period  in  the  session 
as  may  be  practicable. 

VI.  The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

The  Bishop's  Address. 
Communications  from  the  President. 
Reports  from  the  Committee  on  Elections. 

Committee  on  New  Parishes. 

Parochial. 

Standing  Conimittee. 

Committees  appointed  at  the  last  Convention. 

Treasurer. 

Finance  Committee. 

Committee  on  Canons. 

Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 

Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

Other  special  committees. 
Petitions  and  memorials. 
Motions  and  resolutions. 

VII.  After  the  President  has  taken  the  chair,  no  member  shall  continue 
standing,  except  to  address  the  chair. 

VIII.  Speakers  shall  address  the  chair,  and  sliall  confine  tiiemselves  to 
the  point  in  debate.

IX.  Xo  motion  shall  be  considered  unless  seconded,  and,  if  required, 
reduced  to  writing. 

X.  When  the  President  is  putting-  imy  question,  the  members  shall  con- 
tinue in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

XL  AVhen  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall  be  received, 
unless  to  lay  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  time,  to  postpone 
indefinitely,  to  commit,  to  amend,  or  to  divide;  and  motions  for  any  of 
these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  herein  named.  The 
motions  to  lay  on  the  table  and  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and 
shall  be  decided  without  debate;  and  of  these  the  motion  to  adjourn  shall 
take  precedence. 

XIL  If  the  (juestion  under  debate  contains  several  distinct  propositions, 
the  same  shall  be  divided  at  the  request  of  any  member,  and  a  vote  taken 
separately,  exce[)t  that  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be  indi- 
visible. 

XllL  All  amendments  shall  l)e  ct)nsidered  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  moved. 

When  a  proposed  amendment  is  under  consideration,  a  motion  to  amend 
the  same  may  be  made.  Xo  after  amendment  to  such  second  amendment 
shall  be  in  order.  But  when  an  amendment  to  an  amendment  is  under 
consideration,  a  substitute  to  the  whole  matter  may  be  received.  No  propo- 
sition on  a  subject  different  from  the  one  under  consideration  shall  be 
received  under  color  of  a  substitute, 

XIV.  In  voting  by  orders,  the  names  of  the  delegates  from  each  Parish 
shall  be  called,  and  each  delegate  shall  vote  either  "Aye"  or  "Xo,"  and 

the  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  delegates  from  a  Parish  shall  determine  Adopted  at 
the  vote  of  such  Parish.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  >jq  .^^^  made 
record  the  names  of  the  voters  and  the  votes  which  they  respectively  give.

XV.  A  question  once  decided  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  Con-  ^^\  by  Con- 
vention, and  shall  not  be  drawn  again  into  debate.     A  motion  to  reconsider  ^o,       o        j 
any  vote  shall  not  be  in  order,  except  on  the  same  or  succeeding  day  to  '70,  p.  39;  Jr. 
that  on  which  the  vote  is  taken  :  Provided,  always,  that  a  vote  or  question  '82,  p.  42  and 
may  be  reconsidered  at  any  time  by  the  con.sent  of  two-thirds  of  the  Con- 

vention  :  Provided,  further,  that  no  motion  to  reconsider  shall  be  made  on 
the  last  day  of  the  Convention,  except  on  a  vote  or  question  originally 
taken  on  that  day. 

XVI.  The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be 
received  of  course,  and  without  motion  for  acceptance,  unless  recommitted. 
All  reports  recommending  or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion 
by  the  Convention  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  corresponding  resolution. 

XVII.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  chair  without 
debate,  but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision.  And  on  such 
appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  th.iu  once  witliout  leave.

XVIII.  No  member  shall  be  absent  from  the  sessions  of  the  Convention 
without  leave,  or  unless  he  be  unable  to  attend.
